A half million boys, or m n. more or less. 
are selling badges, buttons, union Hags and 
Insignia on the streets and in the hotels. 
Every dining-ro< in is overcrowded ana per­ 
ishing waiters wonder, what next?

Developments this evening favor a row- 
de-dow in the New Y'ork convention, where 
the delegates wear Blaine’s white button, 
Grisham ’s odd button and .Sherman’s Ohio 
badge. 
Seventy-two votes are a great many, and 
cast solidly! for one man would help h rn 
mightily, and so, while each aspirant for the 
nomination would be only too glad to havo 
them for birne f, he would hate greatly to 
have the other fellow get them. It is a high 
stake to play for, but terrible lf you lose. 
It had generally been supposed that 
Thomas Plait, Esq.. once member of the 
Unit d States Sena'e, aud since then a poli­ 
tician of considerable local renown, held 
the delegates from New York in the hollow 
of his baud. aud could do with them as his 
own sweei fan y might suggest. 
It now appears that not only are there 
several of the Empire State representatives 
who are old enough to vote for themselves, 
but when it comes to a show down there 
are more who will follow the choice of W ar­ 
ner Miller than of the gentleman whom he 
succeeds in tit© United States Senate. In 
fact a count of noses shows that Mr. Pl*tt 
only has 12 delegates that he could really 
call his own. In other words, if Messrs, 
M lier and Depew were to unite on some 
candidate there are 60 votes they could 
throw tor him. 
While this fact is doubtless distressing to 


Mr. Platt, ,t is very picas ngtocertain other 
gentlemen, bach of whom hopes to be the, 
choice ct the convi ntion, and consequently 
there was tho best of humor shown all 
around. The people who look the happiest 
p ie r lim situation arc the Sherman contin- 
g> n . They know that Plait was against 
their candidate aud fear the result. 
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Sherman's strength is Slim m m ’s weak­ 
ness. paradoxical as tho statem ent may 
seem. It is tho 
W eakness of tile F av o rite 
when the field is against him, and the 
thing that ho was afraid of was that New 
York. New Jersey and Connecticut, the 
pivotal States, would bo against him, in 
which case all his lead would be useless. 
But with New York divided he is hopeful 
of getting some votes * from the State 
especia ly as he aud Warner Miller are old 
friends iii the Senate, and as Connecticut 
and New Jersey are apt to follow New 
York’s lead, he has hopes in these States. 
Certainly tile situation does look favorable 
to bim. and at any rate Sherman lost no 
strength today. 
His enemies, however, arrived. The devil 
is said to hate holy water, but that gentle­ 
man’s feelings arc hut tame compared with 
Hie antipathy the Californians have for 
John Sherman. They simply won’t have 
anything to do with him, and 
declare 
openly that so far as the Pacific slope is coo­ 
ee non the convention might as veil nomi­ 
nate Cleveland at once and have done w itll 
it as to put John Sherman at the head of 
tho ticket. 
There can be no question but that the 
placing of I bummil on the Demo* ratio 
ticket has made Ca Ii torn a, always doubt­ 
ful, more doubtful still, ami to say the least 
of it. the nom nation of Sherman would 
not help the m att r from a Republican 
standpoint. So the Californians can It rdly 
he blamed for boing a trifid energetic about 
the matter. 
Just now they ave for Blaine, hut whom 
they w ll finally votefor they themselves do 
not know, except that it will not be Sher­ 
man. 
Apropos of Sherman, a prediction is made 
that Foraker will make tho speech of the 
convention 
Ho is a ready and at all times 
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effective talker anyhow, and there has been 
so much talk about his disloyalty to Sher­ 
man that WI en he conies to making the sec­ 
onding speech for tho Ohioau candidate ho 
is exp ‘c ted to outdo himself. 
After a noon session today Grandson Har­ 
ris n developed seine tx tra strength. In 
the hist p'ace Hie Gresham people made 
to Is of themselves. 
Passing, it might be 
remarked, thai it is a pity so good a man as 
Gresham i- not in bott or hands. 
A morning paper, which is generally sup 
posed to be in Gresham’s intel est. but about 
which fact it is now fair to express some 
doubts, published a s'ory to the ode t that 
the o had been held a cam us cf Indiana 
delegates and at it an agreement reached 
that Indiana should desert Harrison for 
Gresham on the first opportunity. 
Tho story had < ne merit thut but few 
stories have. There was 
Not a W ord of T r u th 
in it. But its effect was tremendous. It 
notonly made the Indiana delegates mad. 
but it forever forbade any chance of them 
ever g big for Gresham. If they do now, 
in the face of this story, they will, in the 
words of one of them yesto'day, "lie called 
traitors to Harrison the moment we get 
home.” 
John C, New simply calls the story “a 
damnable lie,” and Mr. New. being a church 
member, must have been excited when he 
used such language. 
But, as said, its effects on Mr. Gresham’s 
fortunes are bad, He has been accused Of 
being "a Know-nothing.” "a free-trader.’’ a 
"a Pharisee,” “a mugwump,” and a number 
of other tilings that Republican politicians 
hate, but this was a body blow. 
Bu , coming back to New York, Mr. Har­ 
rison has a chance of gett ng several votes 
from that State when Depew lies down. 
So far it is only a chance, but still it is a 
promising mo. 
To correctly understand the New Y’ork 
situation it is necessary to premise with the 
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remark that it is willing to give its 72 votes 
to Mr. Depew so long as it is understood 
that 
they 
are 
merely complimentary. 
When it comes lo business it is doubtful if 
Mr. Depew can have them. 
Why? 
Oh, bless your heart,II don’t know why. 
I simply see the tact. Not only is it con­ 
sidered improbable that Depew, ev< n with 
New Yo. k’s solid delegation,could be nomi­ 
nated. but it is considered still more im­ 
probable that being nominated he could be 
elected. Chauncey s a good follow, and the 
New Yorkers like him, but it is really ask­ 
ing to o much to nominate, him, even if he 
batt got tile president! ii bee in his bonnet, 
as there is no doubt he Jins. 
But as stated. Miller and Platt have the 
delegation divided between them for busi­ 
ness purposes. Now there are reasons why 
Platt and Miller do not want io have a 
show down of strength jest now. Plait 
would dislike it because he would have to 
lay down the weaker hand, an I yet he is a 
very strong man and next year will be 
stronger. He’s a worker from way hack, 
and never forgets a friend or a foe. Miller 
is not anxious for the very patent reason 
that he intends—unless an earthquake or 
cyclone intervenes—to make a tt y at being 
governor of New York next time, and it is 
not well to make too many enmities. 
Under such conditions there is a chance 
of their coming together. Not by v rtue of 
any agreement, but simply because different 


cantus load them to the same result, and 
there is something more than a chance that 
H arrison H ill be lite H an 
they will unite on. The thing cannot ho 
stated posit eely now. but the possibility 
exists, and Harrison s friends are more than 
pleased over it. 
Stove Likins and Dick Kerens, Iilaino 
boomers as they are, are also now working 
for ii arri-on. in spite of tho Gail Hamilton 
letter. E l,ins is doing it on account of 
family relationship with Harrison, and 
Kerens of old friendship t r Kl..ins. They 
are doing considerable missionary work in 
their own peculiar w»i, their object*ve 
points seeming to be some of Alger’s South­ 
ern delegates. 
Outside of their carload of wine, about 
the only thing the Californians brought to 
town yesterday was the Blaine sell. it was 
"Blume or bust" with th at crowd. They 
would have it that their old candid to must 
be made to run, and their argument was 
that the Republican party made Blaine, and 
lie must now obey tho commands of the 
par’ty. 
Pinned down to the cold fact that Blaine 
was out of the race, ami asked what they

T M K A P I A R Y . 


A l w a y s H a ve H ives in R eadin ess for 
S w arm s. 
All owners of bees, w hether few or m any, 
should h a \e hives in readiness for swarms. 
The yield of honey iii this locality from fruit 
bloom was \e ry m eagre, and there is little 
danger of the queen’s being crowded for 
room to deposit her eggs. She can lay to 
In r Ii* a rt’s content, provided the workers 
can bud food for lu r num erous progeny. 
If this ts the case, we m ay expect m any 
swarm s, and should be provided w ith hives 
for them . 
From the present outlook, a large flow of 
honey need not be expected. Tile two past 
seasons of drought were disastrous to white 
clover, aud ear.y this season it was too dry 
to favor its developm ent. The first year of 
the grow th of w hite c.over does not appear 
to yield m uch honey. Though the outlook 
is at pi t sent so unfavorable, all bec keepers 
should keep their dishes right side up to 
catch the shower if it falls. I have seen the 
ground w hite with bloom, and vet the bees 
took no notice of the blossoms If. however, 
the electrical cond it o h s s. ould be just 
right, and n atu re’s laboialory'in good ru n ­ 
ning oilier, there may yet b m good harvest. 
In some favored localities, basswood may 
yield a large supply of a fine quality of 
honey. 
I used to practice taking from strong 
colonies to build up the weaker, but I be­ 
lieve it is po r policy tor men or bees. 
Strong colonies are the ones which pay the 
rent. Some bee-Ieee ers tal e brood from 
the w eaker to ain the stronger during an 
approaching flow of nectar. These sm all 
colonies, reduced to a nucleus, can be bu It 
up after tha rush of business is over, and I 
think m uch more hpney w ll be secured iii 
this way than by taking from the stronger 
to strengthen the weaker. 
T here is 110 
profit in weak colonics, barely able to sup­ 
port them selves, living m erely from hand 
to m outh. 
L ast season the bees were all ready to 
move, queen < ells capped, and then haver­ 
sacks packed for tho journey, when the 
honey failed. Now, bees are wiser than 
some people who set up bousekei ping w ith 
no income. \V hen there are no supplies 
coming in, they s ay where there is a wtdi­ 
stilled larder, and are content not to in­ 
crease their fam ily very m uch, and when 
worst conies to worst drive out all non- 
producers (ihose th a t they had so carefully 
nursed only a short tune before), even cast­ 
ing out undeveloped brood. W hen I saw 
this state of affairs. I began to cast around 
to see w hat to do w ith combs not used. I 
was tired of light ing moths, so I cond ’fled 
th at all the suornr colonies could easily 
snare two oombs of honey, brood and bees, 
and put two of these em pty ones in their 
place. I n u t the o Irani, s of brood and I ees 
into a hive until it was full, alternating 
them ; they were so m ixed up they didn t 
fight. I had no ex tra queens, so I let them 
raise their own. As the season turned out, 
I should not ha\ e had any surplus, and the 
strong colonies were not ii un d. and tho 
combs were preserved.—[Prairie Farm er. 


T H E P O T A T O . 


T h e A r t of T h o r o u g h C u ltiv atio n at 
“ J u st the R i g h t T i m e .” 
D uring tho last 15 years there have been 
several seasons w hen the w riter has had a 
fair crop of potatoes and sold them readily 
a t 75 cents to 81 a bushel. This was because 
the season 
was dry and the yield gen­ 
erally very poor. Now why was it poor? 
W hy did my land respond fairly well when 
other land as good alm ost quite failed? 
T here may have been se\ eral reasons, but I 
think tho m ost im portant one to consider 
just now is th e m att r ol cultivation. In 
my estim ation, to thorough cultivation at 
just the right tim e, next after good seed, do 
I owe my crop th a t paid over loo per cent, 
last year, when so m any all around me 
failed. 
I em phasize the above words “at just the 
right tim e,” because I believe th a t many 
farm ers do work enough in the way of 
cultivating; th a t is, go over the ground 
tim es enough, but do not do the work lust 
when it ought to be done to pay best. They 
do not study into the object of cultivating. 
They think t .at if they go over the Held 
say once a week on the average, w hatever 
day best sui s their conveniens e. th a t they 
have done aL they c uldtow arU s getting* a 
crop. This idea they m ust get < u t t f tho r 
heads before thev raise a good crop of po­ 
tatoes iii a dry season as a rule. They can­ 
not go lis’iing when the w eather is jus; 
right, if their potato held needs them just 
th a t day. 
Now, I will tell you briefly when I culti­ 
vate. w ith my reasons for doing it at just 
th at lim e. All readers know th a t potatoes 
need a large am ount of m oisture in order to 
give a good mop. Again, all know, or should 
know, th at stirring about tw o inches of the 
surface of a t it to ated field, just as soon as 
it is dry enough to go on to w ithout injuty 
after a shower, checks evaporation, If tile 
fie d is planted witn potatoes, then there 
will be more m oisture for rile r use. Ju st at 
tile first possibe i i i m ein after a shower 
th a t ii will answer togo into the land my 
cultivating is done. All w et places being 
tile drained t liable* me to get on sooner 
than some could. Should a shower come 
again in three da .vs, we cultivate again, the 
object alw ays acing borne in m ind th at we 
are not wo king tho ground to kill w eeds 
entirely, but largely to m ake a m ulch on 
tlie surface to ch ee; e a u oration, as woil as 
to p r e 'eut a crust foulin g 10 keep out the 
air. Should it ro t rain for five or six days. 
we cu rivate again any way. as by th at tim e 
the surface w ul have become settled to­ 


gether so as not to make th e best possible 
m ulch. 
lf we have a showery tim 
lasting for a 
week or two. which would ust delight us. 
then one m ay go fishing and let the cultiva­ 
tor rest, pioviaed th re are no weeds grow­ 
ing. and that he is good enough judgecf tho 
w eather to oui th ate 1 rom ptly after .lie last 
shower. One does not need to save moist­ 
ure when it is com ing down d a ily ; but ho 
intis 
look sharp to stop evapo ation the 
m om ent the rainy tim e is over. In any o bi­ 
liary we i her my rule is to act as though 
th e present shower was the last one we were 
to get that sea-on. aim save ait I can of it. 
W ith ca.iv potatoes, ii 
articular, ab ait 
once in live years, one w ll hit it wonder­ 
fully by so doing. I verily bel e \e th at I 
have gained *f>()0 from a single heavy rain 
in this way. In connection with this point 
it should tie told th a t we keep. ur g ound 
nea ly I vol, and this w th tlie f r slily m el­ 
lowed up suriace, enables us to eatcii m ost 
all the ia ii, and have it soak right down, 
instead of running off between tho rows as 
it does on roiling land when potatoes are 
hilled up m uch. This is a 1 otut tha: m any 
would pro, t by studying over, and letting 
tin ir comm n sense dictate the pro er 
treatm ent. Some fen ii ty tall-w ith e e r y 
sn o rer, but w hat good dots it do I it runs 
off in the w ater/ We w ain all tho m oisture 
and fertility we can get or cur crop. 
The question m ay be asked how cu ltiv a­ 
tion checks e* aporation of m oisture; w hat 
is the principle involved? 
My answ er 
wo Id be th at the m oisture is constantly 
w orking tow ards the surface by capillary 
attraction, lf it can coni ' entirely to the 
top, the sun ( an get hold of it and evaporate 
it, and these two agencies together in a dry 
tim e will soon m ake tile soil altogetuer too 
dry to grow a i fop of potato s under ordi­ 
nary cond Mons, lf one stirs say two indies 
ot the surface lie so loosens it up th a t the 
particles lie farther apart (the capilla*y 
tubes re m ad coarsei), and rn this way in 
a m easure checks the m oisture w hen it gets 
to the lower paris of ihe iooscne 1 earth. 
This loc saned un earth a tsas a m ulch and 
is the <uily pract 1 a1 m ulch tor urge fields 
probably, i he reader can certainty see th at 
he can raise a lair * rop without m u ll ram , 
if ho can h a \e ca- diary attraction bringing 
up m oisture t > his potatoes in a dry t me, 
and the sun unable to get hold of roue.* of 
it, as it s graduaUySbrouvht up. on account 
o fib e m u cli above breaking the cornice* 
lion. I et us all try. then to catch the rain, 
and have it soak down evenly in our fields, 
and then to keep as m uch of it stored up 
there tor use in a t ry tim e as we possibly 
can. 
o n e m ay begin before the potatoes are un 
to store the m oisture: in fact, he should. 
W eek before last. soon af;er we had got 
through planting, til ere cam e a go d, soak­ 
ing rain.

than the writer. 
B ut now comes som ething which has been 
read by m any of the Farm er fam ily, and 
w hich would teem at the first, glance to up­ 
s' t all I have w ritten: Mr. Ely Minch, who 
has raised s u r e of the I arg st crops of pota­ 
toes ever grown in 
ho United States, teds 
hi tile Rural New Y orker how ho did it, and 
am ong others use < iii.a expression: “I culti­ 
vate w .‘ti bitore the plants appear, and as 
I tile ss poss.b'.e afterw ards. Too m uch 
atter cultu e is a seriou injury to lie pota­ 
to, aud w ll largely reduce tile product,” 
Now, I do ni t lie.levo that shallow aud 
proper cillovation, when the soil was dry 
enough, ever h urt a p*tate crop. And if 
Mr. rn. won <1 try an sere, through one of 
his large fields, this year. after my p an, I 
know he would agree w ith m e and if ii 
should be a dry season lie m ight agree th a t 
it did him 
m uch good, 
not nearly as 
m uch a* ii would an ordinary farm er, as his 
crops are so trem endously fed th at drought 
b as n o t nearly th.* chance at Diem iii ti it 
has ord narily. I ..et me wi lisper the am ount 
of m anu e used iii r ne case; "In t roe years, 
to * aoli acre, unloads of rich stable compost, 
equal to at least I'M loads of ordinary raw 
m anure; .soot) pounds of bone, 2flu0 of 
kainit and HOO of puospiiate.” This year 
lie uses on each acre 20 more loads < f com ­ 
po t and IOO ) pounds each of fine bone and 
kaini.. No wonder lie grow s/ enormous 
crops; hut I i elieve w“ c m furnish some 
m oisture cheaper by plenty - f cultivation 
than by costly m anuring.—[T. B. Terry, in 
Ohio F anner.

S tir th e S u rfa c e —A P rin c ip le In P la n t- 
C u ttu re N ot O ften T h o u g h t Of. 
In all plant-culture it is of incom parably 
less im portance to have a deep bed of loos­ 
ened soil than to have the surface, if only 
for an inch deep, m ade tine, open and clean. 
as soon as the plants we are cultivating be­ 
gin to grow, and keeping it so until the 
plants have reached their full extension. 
For the subsequent developm ent of seed or 
fruit this soi 1-culture is unnecessary. To 
give one exam ple of the tru th of this I will 
quote our beds of M anchester strawberry, 
a sort which is said to excel in light, sandy 
soils, w hile all straw berries are known to 
send th eir num erous roots down to g ie a t 
depth. W e planted the M anchester, there­ 
fore, w ith not a little hesitation upon a 
he ivy clay, so tough th a t a H exam er hoe 
can do nothing w ith its firm crust when 
dried by spring winds, and even a good pick 
m akes a lim ited penetration of i t 
But 
th e grow th and yield have been first- 
class, and 
b etter in 
the 
ra y 
heavi­ 
est 
th an 
in 
our 
lighter 
soils. 
Iii 
Common w ith oth *r plants, straw berries 
m ake m uch leis root in strong, rich clay 
than in the com paratively poor aud d y 
sands, w here tho plant has to us** up most 
of its m aterial to m ake roots Iodr and 
num erous * nough to supply the wants of a 
limit* d num ber of leaves. Iii tho clay, on 
the contrary, few er and shorter roots can 
supply a luxuriant expansion of leaves and 
bkiS'oms. The breaking 01 the spring crust 
is a slow operation iii our soil be ausu of the 
tim e and f >rce re uir d to break tho i’w cs 
or clods, w hich m ust he luau ed or robed to 
get them fine, lf left in lum ps they allow 
the dry it g winds to reach the surface roots 
w lvre they are nearly or quife le k bare. It. 
however, the soil has been stirred late iii 
tilt* la I. and not tram pled in the spring 
while soft, it breaks up like loam, because 
a ter boing loos n d up it could absorb amt 
bold m uch w ater, w hich, freezing, mellows 
the soil better th an any im plem ent can 
do. 
Our 
practieo 
w ith 
nursery 
or 
other 
plants 
that. 
cease 
growing 
in 
August or Septem ber is to allow weeds 
to sta rt then, and turn .hem under with 
a shallow running m oulding plough in 
November. The soil is then quite clear 
of weeds iii spring, and besides that, is fed 
by 1 heir decay, while the stirring of tho sur­ 
face becomes quite as easy as in fine loam. 
W ith straw berry plants, which m ake tho r 
chief grow th after tlie A ugust rains, in the 
cool autum n m onths, Septem ber is the 
m onth tor their c eauest, eareluilestculture. 
This late stirring has tlie e lect. too. of 
rendering the s; ring stirring more easy. 
The com paratively very sm all i nportance 
of having a finely mellowed aud deep soil 
for the ro ts is 'veil proved by the superior 
growth of w heat on new clearings or b oken 
prairie. 
where 
only 
tlie 
superficial 
inch or tw o is stirred and ail below is 
wholly unbro en save by roots 01 plants 
which have penetrat-d it. Note the suc­ 
cess, too, of potato or melon culture w ithout 
any digging or p:ou riling at all, big merely 
two or t'u e e inches of light soil, or decayed 
vegetable m atter I tn t • ii sod ground, hard 
as tram ping for years has m ade it; prem ium 
crops have eeen ra sod iii th at way, .superior 
to any shown from ploughed ground,—LW.

T H E S H E E P . 


A n E xcellen t R e m e d y for Scab and 
T ic k * in Sheep. 
An excellent rem edy for scab in sheep, or 
for exterm inating ticks, is the dip recom­ 
m ended by Professor Law. and prepared as 
follows: T ake common plug tobacco, 16 
pounds; oil of tar, three pinta; soda ash, 
2t) pounds; soft soap, four pounds, and 
w ater, 60 gallons. Steep the tobacco in 
four or five gallons of boiling water, and 
after steeping add the other ingredients. 
Stir until dissolved, th en add sufficient 
w ater to m ake tho 50 gallons. This will be 
enough for a flock of 50 sheep. For a larger 
or sm aller flock the sam e proportions should 
be used. A nalf-hogsiiead m ake a very con­ 
venient tub for dipping them , and a wide 
spout, m ade w ater tight, some lour or Ave 
feet iii length, will be found very conveni­ 
ent at all tim es, and. in fact, necessary, 
w hen the sheep are covered w ith heavy 
t eeces of wool. 
One end of this spout 
should rest upon the tub. and toe other end 
shou d 
be placed upon 
a 
substantial 
fram e or object of some 
kind, which 
should 
bo som ew hat higher than 
the 
edges of 
th e 
tub. 
so 
th a t 
the 
ii"uid " ill 
run 
back 
into the 
ves­ 
sel. It requires a t least two men to do the 
work to the best advontage. The lion »r 
should be w arm ed to ab u t 7(D F. The 
tub should be about tw o-thirds full, or a 
little more for grown sheep, but a less quan­ 
tity will be more convenient for the iambs. 


Stand each sheep in the tub. and w ith a 
sm al dish of some kind dip the liquor from 
the tub and pour it upon such portions of 
the bod y as are not immersed. After the 
anim -/1 has been thoroughly sat lira’ed, 
Mace it upon the trough and squeeze the 
liquor from the tie-ce. 
The tem Dei ature 
m ay be m aintained by keeping a kettle of 
In t liquor w ithin easy re tch, and replenish­ 
ing th tub with th a t Ti e dipp ng should 
be done < a r l. in a warm. sunny day, so that 
tho sheep m at have a chance to become 
partial y dry before sundown, and if in cold 
w eather, the flock should be housed at 
night. Sheep th a t are covered "U h ticks 
should he dipped at shearing rime, and tile 
lam tis should also be subjected to the siino 
ti eat m ent. When sheep ha e been afflicted 
w ith scab, all tho boards and posts in til*' 
barn and fences whore they have rubbed 
should he thoro ghl 
washed w ith a 50 per 
cent, solution of carbolic acid. 


T H E W H E A T . 


T ile B ea t W a y a n d th e H eat T im e to 
T n t W h e a t. 
To cut w heat ten days to tw o weeks be­ 
fore fully rii e has m any advantages. First, 
it g ves more tim e to harvest it, an d thus 
few er hands are needed, consequently less 
e pense. Tlie farm er can take better ad- 
' an tares of the w eather. If the w eather is 
good lie can secure a great portion of his 
vs h eat before ho Would com m ence under 
tho system of catting when fully ripe. lf 
the w eather is not favorable he can w a it; 
so under any circum stances his chances for 
securing his crop are greater. H at ing more 
tim e to save bis grain, he can and will take 
m ore care in saving it, There is less wasto 
iii m owing or reaping, and no danger of 
shaking from st long winds. Second, the 
stiaw is of a better quality both for Hie 
purpose of food am i*m anure. As an article 
of food, the value of any vegetable de­ 
pends upon the gross quantity or upon the 
com bination of certain substan es term ed 
soluble from their entering into union w th 
w ater. This rule appdiesparticularly to the 
grasses which are used for tho purpose of 
lewd ng st<>■ k. 
T ho sui s ances general y 
foil id iii rin se cr sees are sugar, niuci ago 
or start h. aud glut* n or album en. Of these. 
sn ar is, no donut, te e most, and tho ex­ 
tractive m atter the least, nutritive. T ho 
tatter (onu s away in Hie m anure of tho 
an mal con miring it. while the other m at 
tors are absorbed by tile body as food. 
W heat is considered a spec es of grass, anti 
tho value of the straw as an artic e ot food 
de: ends upon the quantity of nutritive 
m aster contained iii it. 
l liisnutrit vc m at­ 
ter m ust b e \ery sm all in straw when cut 
fully ripe. Straw cut win e in a succulent 
state retains a l its nutritL e qualities, but 
it cut .vin ii fu.ly ripe and 
Hie 
straw 
completely dry, very iitue is retained. 
As a m anure, straw Cut in a suecu ent 
state D e uallv superior to the rice, ae it is 
an agricultural a Dom th at tho better the 
food 1 no better the m anure Loin it. Ma 
lim e from stoc k consum ing this straw con 
t i l i n g a fair proportion of nutritive m at­ 
ter in u t be of more v alae than th a t fiom 
stock c gumming ripe straw With scarcely 
any rn it. 
And w.tore the farm er converts his st* aw 
into m anure w ithout undergoing digestion 
the unri rn straw is also pre.crab e, as un- 
r.pe vegetabl s are m anures w ithout prep- 
a at on, 
soluble and n u triti'e extracts 
Which the" c um in b ing the prin ipal 
agents iii form ing vegetable m anure, as 
tile) not univ combine to render Hic process 
of decomposition tile more rapid by break­ 
ing down the woody lib; o* in tho m anure 
heap, but are also n their pun* and sep­ 
arate states stim ulants t > vegetation. 
It is adm itted bv m ost fanners, if not by 
all. that wheat eat in tile dough yields tho 
most. Hour io the bushel. In an o pertinent 
to asserta n til ic* tact a crop of wheat wa* 
cut at rive iii ie re iii stages of its growth 
from one m outh before until fully ripe. T hat 
cut two weeks before ripe gave 80 pounds 
of flour, 6 of seconds ami 1.1 of bran to Hie 
too of g ain. T h at out fully ri le was tho 
best, giving 72 pounds of flour, but l l of 
seconds and 15 of bran. Not only does it 
give more flour, but it seems to yield as 
well, if not more, cm iii tho dough st de. 
Borne farm ers say wiieat cut in the dough 
or unripe slate will deteriorate. This po ut 
I will agr e. th a t it will not germ inate as 
well, alt. ough I have observed th a t beans 
planted before fully rice will germ inate 
read Ty. ami la m inclined to think all other 
vegetation will.

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T h e S to n e H ilo H a* n a t l I ts D a y -H o v r 
to B u ild a H ood O ne. 
The stone cem ent silo has had its day. Its 
only claim was durability, but as a com­ 
plete receptacle for silage it haa never been 
perfect. 
It was never any m ore proof 
against frost th an a w ile fence was ever a 
good wind-break. 
In tho days of Bour 
ensilage it was a No. I plan to develop acid, 
but when it was found th at silage should be 
heated up to 125° at each day’s tilling to 
kill the germ s of acid ferm ent, and give us 
ripened silage, the stone silo failed. The 
centre of the pits would heat un, but along 
the sides and in the corners no h eat would 
develop, because the stone was a good con­ 
ductor of heat and prevented it. The silage 
n"Xt to thfc walls of course soured, and 
" hen the frosts came the silage on tho one 
side condensed the entering frost, and so a 
space of si.age along the walls was m ore or 
•ess sour, more or less mouldy, and more or 
less absolut Ty worthless. Tho wooden Silo 
obviated this 
Toe two-inch boards form ­ 
ing the sides, w th the tarred paper bet ween 
them , made an a most per ectnon-condu tor 
of heat and cold Tho s Iago readi.y took on 
heat up to te e walls, and t illy in th e very 
co liers could anv im perfect o h s be found, 
and this only a frictional lier cent. 
The question then came how to build 
w ith wo d. T he outward pressure of Hie 
silage was large, aud a strong fram e would 
be ne ded. ’ This wa* quick y lem edied by 
m aking tho tram o of tixlu-in* h studding, 
and setting them lo in c 'e s apart. Fix a 
foundat on by sim ply inuk ng the ground 
level w her*! the silo sM il stand, of course 
w ith reference to handiness in getting tho 
silage nto the st abies and gum d ug against 
suriaco w aier; the ail s of the silo, i.xlo 
inch p ee* a. are put f a t on the ground. 
Tiles# sills should bo thorough y saturated 
w ith gas ar. put on bot ing hot. Tho oest 
torm ol silo for Hie averag" farm er is 16x32 
fe t, and 16 feet high. The studding are 
sot w ith two mortices, the same as any bal­ 
loon fram e. Four cross-sills, - id inches, are 
fram ed in to keen the sibs from snrending. 
They should cr st flatwise and be m ort c. d 
in close to Hie bottom side of the sills. 
Tlie studding in place, no plates are 
net ded. I inc* up the silo on the inside witli 
common rough .itch boards, well nailed to 
th e studding. Panel* this up and d wn with 
tarred 1 aper, well lapped, and then over 
this nail on a second lining of inch boards 
suriace.I on Hie inside, the same way round 
as the first course, but breaking joints with 
a half lap to prevent cracks from boing over 
each other, ami well nail this last lining. It 
is better not to iv>e m ate I ted lum ber, sim ply 
using straight-edged lumber. To keep the 
silo nom h'pr- ad ing at tho top, put en Hie 
rafters by Knik ng them flatwise to the tops 
of the studding, using 2x8-inch rafters. 
Grossiap them at the tup ends, instead of 
iniloriiigthcm to;,rether at the end, as usual. 
Then take inch boards, eight in Ins wide, 
and cross tie the rafters on the under side, 
letting Hie enus of the boardsgoflatagainst 
the ot or side of the stud to which tile 
rafter hasbeen spiked, and then take some 
20-penny wire nails and clinch through Hie 
three thicknesses, and then the roof will be 
a truss-iatter roof, and can’t be sprung 
apart. 
The roof can be covered with roof boards 
and slim les or an iron roof can be used. 
On th e outs de of th# studding Hie building 
can be covered as cheauly 01 ai well as the 
la n c e r may desiie; rite cover will add- 
noticing to the better keeping of the silage. 
It will be sim ply a m atter of ]< oks. lf 
w eatlier-boam ed, Hie spaces between the 
studding should not be lilied in with any 
m aterial I ko sawdust, tan bark. etc. They 
are each and all better sway, and it is even 
better to m ake Hie outside bot oui boards a 
little “scant” at tlie sill toirilnw Jree circu­ 
lation of air between Hie studding. Inside 
trio s lo a 1 oor made of 
um ber, gravel, 
cem ent or the like is wholly unnecessary. 
Trite bette ■ and cheat cr way is to pound in 
clay enough to cover loo crossties, and come 
up a lew inches on th e inside bien g ot tho 
silo walls. Th » is all th at need be done; so 
tar as m aking a good 1 oor. cem ent is not 
as good as clay, well ham m ered down, An 
inch or two of straw can lie scattered over 
Hie bottom if thought best, hut it is not 
necessary. Tho ground dose to the silo can 
be giancd away so as to have the silo oil Hie 
highest ground, and then Burlace water 
cannot do dam age. 
W eights and covers can be dispensed 
w ith, for tho reason th at there is no use for 
them , and everythin ; th at will economize 
labor should be accepted. W eights were 
used w hen filling a big silo iii a day; they 
were deem ed essential, and th a t a cover 
m ust be pu t on to Hie silage before we w ent 
to bed. A great w eight was put on to press 
out Hie air, when, ii a m om ent’s thought 
had I,eon taken, it would have been seen 
th a t irs quick as the Silage became hot Hie 
air would have been fore d out, and m uch 
more effectually than when an air-tig*ic 
cover is put on aud pressure applied. The 
new idea is to cook Hie si age. and prevent 
acetic or vinegar acid form ation, a scientific 
‘ find o a t” th a t the W estern silo men have 
practiced from tire start, and are away 
ahead of tlie E astern farm ers, if Eastern 
siio literature is to be accented as an indica­ 
tion of general practice. This cooking the 
silage lias m any things to recommend it. 
F ir t, one gets sw eet or ripened silage. It 
com pacts more in tire silo than any weight 
applied on th e cover can a complish. It 
avoids acetic or sour ensilage, and ge s 
silage w ith a m ild form of lactic or m ilk 
s gar acid; it enables one to fill the silo 
w ith the usual am ount of farm hi In, and 
reduces silage-m uring to a m inim um ex­ 
pense; it gives food for stock th a t has 110 
objectionable features, and is a m aterial 


ont of which the finest butter and cheese 
can be m ade.

THE TURRET. 


H o y t to F eed a n d 
How to F re p a re 
the F eed. 
T he prenaration of tho 
food is very 
sim ple. Into half a pint of fresh sw eet 
m ilk pour one egg well beaten, and stir the 
m ixture over the t re until it boils and 
assuuios the consistency of jelly, A quarter 
of a level 
teaspoonful of black pepper 
sprinkled nto this m akes a g o d tonic, but 
for the first day or t wo it is ti tie r to give it 
to them w ithout season ng, for very young 
fowls do not liko the taste of pepper, and the 
principal ob ect is to give them som ething 
they do like, it is useless to offer food to 
liltlo turkeys until they are about two days 
old, when I put thorn out upon tho grass in 
tho sunshine, Ie; them stagger about until 
they learn tho roo of their logs aud get up 
an appetite, then put a little of Hie egg 
custard boioro them and w atch them pet k 
at it, A t first their aim is very uncertain, 
and a vig roils peek will usually ttnow 
them flat, trot they try again, attracted, I 
thane, by tho yolk w co or more than the 
tas 0, for if by chance they get a parti lo in 
their m ouths they instantly trv to throw it 
out. At tho second m eal, however, they 
liko it m oh better, and soon grow very 
fond of custard. 
-s roo v , no knows who has had the 
sm allest experience w ith young turkeys, the 
little tilings I rom tim first ort for to die 
ratiier than to I ve. and a good deal of coax­ 
ing is ne ess,ir> in order to nora.lade them 
to do o horwi e. They are so teuder and so 
oasil) crushed that tho b st way is to take 
tho 0 from til" ne t v t on they are a few 
hours old and put them in a bas et in a 
clean flannel ck th. T hey are warm-blooded 
little things, aud do not need any extra 
beat. I keep them in this basket ior sev­ 
eral days until they have learned how to 
eat and to know in voice, so a* to rom e ana 
pee v loud Irom my hand when I offer it to 
them . It is a gre it advantage to keep t ! em 
gentle, so tha Win n you go to feed them 
they will leave tlioir m otlier and run to 
y o u ; otherw ise yon are obliged to trave the 
custard in the 1 o.ip, and the old liens w ll 
devour it before the littlo ( lies eau get a 
taste. 
Bo I keep them in the basket, giving them 
an oc ask nal airing, until hey are about 
three clays old. then put them " itll tho r 
m otlier in a coop on tho grass. The coop 
should be ta i en ugh fur Hie inother-hen 
lo stand upright and well ventilati d under 
Hie e ives; the walls lower down should be 
close enough to keep out tho rain, ami to 
prevent tho young turkeys I rom slipping 
out upon tho w et grass during the dewy 
mornings. It is best not to have floors in 
the coops, for they should bo in ved to a 
clean s; ot on tho snort grass every day, and 
always bo kept rn on high ground where tho 
w ater w ll not arcuniu ate dttrin r a shower. 
m any persi ns place toe c u p s ..Ullin pens, 
and do not allow tho young L'Wls to run at 
large until tin y aul sec etui weeks old, but 
n>\ oxi e ie co is th a t Hie so* nor tliey tun 
about a n t e a c h lu g s and gra*sh apers • 
their natural food—the healthier the t ock 
is likely to be. Be careful, though not to 
let them stay cut teo long at first; they are 
very " e a \, and a few hours a day is as 
m uch as they can stand. Th,av sin.old n t 
go out at all until t..ey are three or four 
days old. 
It is host to give them no other food lhan 
tho custard un ii they are two weeks old, 
except a little chopped onion or lettuce if 
they fanny it. I usually L ed them four or 
five tim es a day, and let them eat all they 
want, for turkeys have m ore sense ti an 
children—they know when they have eaten 
enough. 
Af tor two weeks tho custard can be th ick ­ 
ened with hatter broad, or egg-bread, as we 
call it. in Hie Bouch, m ade of cornm eal. 
And. after a m onth or so egg-bread soaked 
iii sw eet m ilk m aybe substituted for cus­ 
tard. 
W hen nearly a week old I offer them 
sw eet m ilk in a shallow pan, but it m ust 
not he left in their co n, for they play in it, 
like children in a bowl of w ater, until they 
are soaking wet and then lie down and die. 
homebody says th at the sole am bition of a 
young turkey is to Kill i self aud it does 
appear to 
be the 
tru th , tor if there 
is 
any puss blo way for them to got 
crushed 
or 
hurt 
they always 
do 
it. 
lf one ever gets w et and lbs plum age soiled 
he at once becomes thoroughly disgusted 
w ith li\ing. For this reason they should 
not bo allowed to run out until the dew lias 
dried on the grass, a ul it is well during tho 
first few m onths of their lives to keen the 
flock in a lot near tho house, where they can 
bo driven to their coops when a rain comes. 
These dir. ct ions may seem more tliaiwono 
person t an carry out but the pleasure of 
s oing the little creatures keep su lively and 
well mid gr i\v so fast will fully repay for 
Hie trouble, and often the first mon.Ii a 
flock of 75 turkeys requires 110 more atten ­ 
tion than a brood of chickens. Often I have 
lost (lily I" o or three out of a flock of no or 
75. aud their deatn was occasioned by some 
accident. 
Tho original stock, however, m ust be 
strong, healthy birds, for tho puny w eak­ 
lings of degenerate fowls cannot he induced 
to live on any term s.—[Country Gout. 
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I n d ia n C o rn —S econd Crop* a n d IV Ii a t 
Farm er* S hould K n ow . 
Corn m ay be planted up to tho m iddle of 
this m onth w ith at least a reasonable pros­ 
pect of a good crop, if the land is well 
chosen ond put in good conditon. It should 
be of tlie eight-rowed variety w ith small 
cob, w hich will dry ( u t readily if it is nec­ 
essary to harvest it wliilo yet a little green, 
in order to esi ape lull frosts. 
Tho land 
should be quick and w arm rather than a 
strong soil, and the m anure should also be 
of sucli of a character th a t its elem ents will 
be available for the present crop, instead of 
calculated to im part ft n i l ty to the soil for 
future years. Thus, the m anure from hog 
yards, sheep pens aud cow stables is not 
as good for a crop which m ust m ake 
its 
giowtlr 
in 
about 
three 
m ouths, 
as 
would 
bo 
w ell-ro lled 
stablo m a­ 
nure or a m ixture of hen m anure and 
ashes (not mixed long before u d in , lest Hie 
am m onia should be set free ami wasted), or 
a well-made superphosphate. Fodder com 
may bo sown in drills until the last of tho 
m onth if it is intended to bo used for fall 
feeding of tho cattle, or for t utting in tiio 
silo, but when sown so late. it is on y in ex­ 
ceptional seasons th a t it can be cored 
enough to put in the barn for w inter feed­ 
ing, as wlu'ii not sufficiently dr ed it w it 
mould.

W here there are no de p anoas late cut 
fodti r may be allowed to stand in tho stook. 
u ntil wanted for feed ng, even until spring, 
if tho stocks are large, so th at but littlo part 
ot tile whole is exposed to Hie sun and 
wind, and they are so well m ade th at they 
xvi I rem ain upright. Yet there is but little 
need of this, as it has been proven m at a 
clio iply m ade silo of boards, w ith pro. or 
weights, will preserve ensilage as well as 
tile more elaborate and expensive stono pits 
th a t were at first thought net assary, and a 
farm er who grows com f< Ador has no ox 
cuso tor not having some place in Hie 
barn. or near it, where lie can preserve bis 
fodder in ensilage. W hen tho fodder is de- 
s red rather than the grain, it is well to 
select stronger land, or use m anures which 
will prom ote a growth of leaf and stalk. 
That from the hogyards is m ost valuable 
for this purpose; or, if m anure m ust be 
bought, a m ixture of fish s raps and potash 
is better tliau the regular bono phosphates, 
and can usually be bought for less money. 


S eco n d C rons. 
There are three crops th a t can be grown 
as second crops. W e m ight m ake a fourth 
by sowing m illet, bu t usually this would be 
an uncertain crop, as it docs not m ake a 
good start to grow if the w eather is too hot 
and dry. and this is an im portant item w ith 
this crop. But some corn f r fodder, Luck- 
w eat aud tu m ps can very oft n be sown 
after a en p 01 w oat or oats have Peen har­ 
vest d. and in til is way a very fair am ount 


1 f feed be securt d, It is quito an item rn 
do n. this to have tho soil reasonably rich, 
aud thou,

W hile 
to

consider­ 
able 
extent these 
are 
quick growing 
crops, and the soil ought to be reasonable 
rich in order to m aintain this growth, with 
tlie soil thoroughly prepared, iii a g. od con- 
d it on and reasonably rich, a quick geim i- 
m iticn and a gout! sta rt to grow can be 
secured. Any of tiiese throe can, with any­ 
thing Ii e fair conditions, bo m ade ta yield 
a large am ount of feed. This is especially 
the case w ith sw eet com and turnips. 
B uckw heat m akes an excellent feed, but 
usually does not yield an extra large crop. 
Ail can be grown w ithout cultivating. Tile 
corn ougbtto be sown in dr;! s, while the tur­ 
nips and puck w heat can be sown luoadcast 
aud covered by harrow ing thoroughly. Iii 
a very dry season such a plan would hot be 
feasible. 
There should at least be suffi­ 
cient 
m oisture 
in 
the 
soil 
to 
in­ 
duce a good germ ination of tho seed 
and 
a 
chance 
to 
grow. 
A tter 
the 
plants get started grow ing sufficiently to 
shade tho sod thoroughly they will usually 
be able to m ake a fair grow th, even if the 
w eather continues dry. not as good, of 
course, as would be m ade if the weather 
was more iavorabte, but som etim es suffi­ 
cient to add considerably to the supply of 
feed,if tho supply should be as scant as it 
is sometimes. If tills plan is attern! ted, 
preparath n should be m ade to do this wark 
as soon cs pos-ible aft* r the crops are har­ 
vested and stacked. T urnips can be de- 
fe red th e latest of all, aB o .tc n it is possi­ 
ble to secure a v e iy la ir crop of turnips 
st w n even as late as August IU. Of con se, 
w ith any crop attem pted to be grown at 
this time, it cannot be considered as certain 


as those planted in th e spring or fall.—(N. J. 
Shepherd, in Journal of AgiTcnltuie.

hack. tum ble over on th eir backs a rid act as 
if bewitch d genera ly, are probably trou­ 
bled w ith large chicken lice,th at a t first are 
only found on Hie heads of the victim s. 
Chicks th at are adorned wit ti topknots are 
very ant to bo troah ed w ith tlieso pests. 
The quickest way to get rid of these lice is 
to take a bigpiu and catch liiem one by one, 
you will not Olton find more than two or 
three oil a chick, and thou run on som e­ 
thing to kill tim nits, one of Hie best tliiiu s 
ior ilia! is a inixiure of carbolic acid and 
fresh lard. one-half (Unco of rim acid to a 
gill of lard, lf Hie acid he not at hand, roo 
w hale oil, or failing iii tiiat. try salted lard, 
which can be found in ev ry house. 
A simple, homely rem edy tor m any tree 
ailm ents and ennui es s wool ashes, or, ii 
not to be had. coal ashes, w ith a sprinkling 
ol lim e—but ashes; ashes to be used freely 
before m ulching (against frost or drought); 
a lter mulching, th a t no iree enem ies may 
harbor therein, tile m ulching itself, wilco 
gathere 1 up, to be burned and returned to 
Hie t ees. 
Young Hoes should havA plenty 
of iron filings or cm els around the loots 
when planted, lf toe iron is not neoned 
it will not be absorl od; tnuretore there can 
be 110 harm in its use. 
Bull tin No. 3 of tho Ohio A gricultural 
E xperim ent Btation treats of injurious in ­ 
sects. and describes the round-headed applo- 
troo borer, the Hut headed apple tree borer 
and 
oyster silo 11-bark louse, which are 
i sually destroyed by an application of a 
strong solution of softsoapand a littlo crude 
Carbolic acid ; tho apple-troe louso, which is 
destroyed by kerosene em ulsion and tobacco 
decoction; Hie ap lo caf caterpillar, which 
is killed by spraying w ith any of the arsen­ 
ites. Spraying apparatus is fully described. 
Bnraying is recom m ended just after the 
blossom fall. 
A w riter objects to the common practice 
of appl) ing m ulch heavily all at once to 
fruit trees, On ilia coptrury, ho begins 
earlier iii the season, aud gives successive 
m oderato applications, lf left late in the 
sum m er, and appl cd heavily a t one opera­ 
tion, he finds it of lilt e use. It should be 
commenced at tho tim e tho fruit is begin­ 
ning to swell. Those most bomriited aro 
peaches, plum s,apr cots and cherries. They 
suffer less from bl! ;ht than um nulclicd 
ones.

of tho trunk, where the round-headed borer 
is ant to lay its eg. a. W ashing soda ndded 
to the soft soap, until the whole is of the 
cons stoney of thick paint, is also thought 
to m ake an excellent wash for repelling 
b e e t l e s .

L in c o l n said th at this nation could not 
long exist half slave and half free, and it 
m ust he as plain th a t a governm ent by the 
people is som ething of a farce w hen half 
of them are debarred from taking any 
active pai-t in the governm ent, by reason 
of constitutional provisions m ade by the 
other half. 
There are those who doubt the expe­ 
diency of allowing females to vote, but very 
few who question the .justice of it. A great 
deal of prejudice is expressed against it, as 
there generally is from the “conservative 
elem ents” 
against^ any radical 
forward 
m ovem ent; b u t this docs not rest on any 
sound argum ent. It is no argum ent to say 
th at women do notdesiie to vote, because 
we do not give m en the suffrage because 
it is always desired, neither do we deny it 
to those m en wrho do not exercise i t The 
argum ent th a t women are w eaker than men 
lacks force in its application, because we 
do not deny it to m en who are w eaker than 
th e average woman. W hat has kept this 
m ovem ent back more th an 
any other 
cause 
is 
the 
w eak 
argum ents 
and 
m ethods of its pretended friends. 
The 
“short-haired 
w om en” and “long-haired 
m en’ w hogoup and down the country crying 
out about the dow ntrodden women and the 
ty ran t m an, and trying to m ake m en ap­ 
pear as brutes and women as angels, have 
brought the m ovem ent into ridicule; and 
this is the m ost dangerous opposit on that 
any cause has to ii ar. To sanction the 
m ovem ent, as conducted, m en have had to 
seem unm anly and wom en unwom anly 
Now every sensible person knows th a t 
m ajority of m en are not brutes or tyrants 
and th at the m ajority of women fall far 
short of being angels. But goodness, or a 
lack or excess of brute force, have nothin 
to do w ith th e case.

branch. In every other bus ness in which 
she holds stock and pays assessments, and 
to whoso laws she is am enable, she is en 
titled to representation; bu t not in cover, 
m ental business. W hy not here? It is not 
a question of w hether she is stronger and 
better or w eaker and worse than some m ale 
voters, or w hether she is in favor of or 
averse to w om an’s voting. It is simply her 
plain right to be represented; and if she 
does not exercise th a t right it is her fault 
and responsibility. 
T he legislators m ake the qualifications of 
voters. They m ay fix the standard at any

People fall into th e habit of talking poli­ 
tics after one of the great parties has made 
irs nom ination, as naturally as before that 
event they dripped into m ild discussions of 
the weather.

DEATH BY ELECTRICITY. 


A new bill just signed by Governor H il l 
of New York provides th at the crim inals of 
th a t State who com m it m urder after Jan u ­ 
ary I, 1889. shall be killed by electricity in­ 
stead of hanging. It also forbids th e publi­ 
cation of details regarding the execution, 
and explicitly states th at nothing but the 
fact of the execution, its place and date 
and the nam e of the condem ned person 
shall be given to the public. In other words, 
the execution of a m urderer m ust now be 
condensed into nothing but a “local line,” 
such as is given to a still alarm of fire or a 
$2 theft. 
We do not know how this new law will 
work. Perhaps the New York newspapers 
will obey its provisions and cease to “w rite 
up” hangings. It is very doubtful if they 
do so. however. Perhaps ibis a brutal and 
low taste on the part of the people to like 
to read about executions. The fact rem ains 
th at they are fond of reading such literature 
and, unless we are greatly m istaken, the 
newspapers of New York will still be on 
hand when an execution is performed.

It is 
the fact th a t a m an 
m ust lie killed, not the m anner of his death 
th a t aw akens th e terror. 
For centuries 
crucifixion was the approved m ethod of 
killing criminate.

w ent by and the gallows took the place of 
tho block and axe. and now if electricity 
becomes the rage it will in tim e give way 
to some new er and m ore approved plan 
W hatever the m ethod used, death is still 
terrible. It cannot be sugar-coated or m ade 
pleasant by anything th a t can be devised. 
U nfortunately for tim so called hum an 
itarians they can never know which style 
of death is the least objectionable. It is 
not the dying, but the certainty of deatl 
and the dread and trem bling th at fall upon 
a crim inal during his last davs on earth

W ho th at is obliged to seek his bread 
w ithin the heated walls and am ong the 
dusty streets of a city does not envy the 
happy lot of the farm er at this season as. 
his rides across the country, the eye 
sweeps over th e verdant panoram a, dotted 
w i.h cosy hom es and rich in thriving 
fields? 
B ut w hat were all th e bounties of nature 
to a farm er, or any other m an. w ithout pro­ 
tection? So the Republican party, w hich 
of course loves the farm er, as it does “the 
poor 
w orkingm an” 
generally, 
kindly 
organized a system some 
quarter of a 
century 
ago 
by 
w hich 
to 
protect 
this neglected factor of the general Corn­ 
in' nw ealth along w ith the rest of us who 
labor. It was in tim es of war, of course, 
but the protectors of labor had not the 
hardness 
of 
h eart 
to 
w ithhold 
their 
generous succor m erely because tim es of 
peace were upon us, aud so we still enjoy 
their generous protection 24 years beyond 
tho tim es wh ch called for it. And th at we 
m ust pay for w hat we enjoy, to say nothing 
of w hat we do not enjoy, is as self-evident 
as the fact th a t the tariff acts of 1804 im ­ 
posed the greatest m easure of taxation th at 
is recorded of any nation in history. 
Behold, then, the ha; py farm er as he 
rises In the m orning and puts on his com­ 
mon flannel shirt, taxed 95 per cent. It is 
perchance ct ol. and he put3 on a coat, taxed 
57 per cent. He cannot go out w ithout 
shoes, taxed 35 per cent., and the h at th at 
he puts on is taxed 65 per cent. He draws 
w ater in a bucket taxed 35 per cent., and 
washes his face and hands in a tin bowl 
taxed 35 per cent., drying them on a cheap 
cotton towel taxed 45 per cent. 
But still m ore happiness is in store. He 
sits down to breakfast and eats from a plate 
axed 50 per cent., w ith a knife and fork 
taxed 35 per cent. The sugar he puts into 
his coffee is taxed 82 per cent., and he sea­ 
sons his food w ith salt taxed 40 per c en t 
He looks fondly a t his hapDy w ife and chil­ 
dren who share his protection w ith him , 
and then goes out and tills bis pipe w ith 
tobacco taxed 182 per cent., or perhaps 
lights a protected cigar taxed 118 per cent. 
M eanwhile the sm iling sun stream s through 
he protected glass window of his domicile 
on a tax of 59 per cent.

He then h.tches her to a plohgh 
taxed 45 per cent., w ith chains taxed 58 
per c en t, and proceeds to his highly-pro­ 
tected labor. 
The day’s work Tieing done he reads a 
chapter from the fam ily Bible taxed 25 per 
cent., and kneels to pray on a hum ble 
carpet taxed 51 per cent. 
At last he lies 
down and wraps Ilia weary limbs in a sheet 
taxed 45 per cent,, and sinks into the arm s 
of Morpheus under a blanket th at is taxed 
104 per c e n t

The crown prince then pushed on to Paris, 
w hich ho invested and began the m em or­ 
able siege, which ended w ith the iainous 
surrender if .Tan.

Upon the proc­ 
lam ation of the emperor, and the end of the 
w ar, the prince sought a rest, and, w ith his 
wife, visited England, arriving in London 
July 6. 1871, where he was received w ith 
great honors. 
Return ng shortly afterw ards to Berlin, ha 
set him self to work to relieve as m uch as 
po sibb-his father, who was then rapidly 
tailing in health. His life would have been 
m ore or le<s m onotonous but tor the con­ 
tinual palace q u an el aud intrigue, in which 
his schem ing wile was always more o r ’ess 
im plicated, m aking him several tim es come 
near burning his lingers in the lire of the 
Count von A m ini embroglio. 
The deep 
dislike Princess Victoria always held for 
Bism arck led her to tacitly side w ith the 
unfortunate collut, and for several years 
m ade her husband’s life none th e more 
pleasant tor tov, ng her devotedly. He had 
not the h eart to repress her, as he should 
have done. . 
Among th e people, however, he was 
greatly oeloved, being im m ensely popular 
in Berlin, w here he always w u t m uch into 
society. 
He was well inform ed and was 
noted for his ready w it and sm ait repartee. 
He knew everybody, and in his social 
capacity m ade no distill tion of party. He 
to k pleasure in receiving artists, litera- 
teurs, and savants, even those wl o were in­ 
veterately opposed to him in politics, such 
as Dra. Virchow and Mommsen. H sw ife, 
a highly cultivated lady, fond of the fine 
arts, especially paint ng, took under her 
own patronage everything r< toting to art. 
artists and industry. 
She it is who has 
m ost largely contributed to th e foundation 
of the M useum of Decora ive Arts. 
The in- 
dustr a1 scho Is, the literary and artistic 
societies and the works appertaining to 
them have always been likewise under her 
patronage. 
In his politics 
T h e E m p e r o r w a s A l w a y s l i b e r a l , 
and w hile agreeing always w ith his father 
and Bism arck on the general tenure of for­ 
eign affairs was decidedly opposed to a 
num ber of th e prevailing internal policies. 
He was opposed to the Falke laws, and was 
delighted to see them set aside. 
He dis­ 
favored anything approaching despotism, 
believing th a t 
the 
im perial 
m inisters 
should be dependent on th e legislative 
bodies and not on the sovereign. In reality, 
if possible, he 
would greatly 
liked 
to 
have introduced the English pari am. ntary 
system . O ie reason* perhaps was ins ten­ 
dency to be indolent, and lie euv ed the 
freedom oi the English sovereigns from all 
cares of state. 
He cont nued in robust health u n til the 
fall, having during the past sum m er par­ 
ticipated in th e lodivities of Queen vic­ 
to ria s jubilee, attracting much attention 
by his coiuiesy and soldierly bearing in 
London. R eturning to Berlin he began to 
show t at es of his fatal m alady. His physi­ 
cians feared a cancer, b u t bes lated to 
m ake public th eir suspicions. 
He was ad­ 
vised to leave the b eak air of Berhn, and 
lie sought to recuperate in San Remo. Here 
he grew worse, unt I. at the urgent request 
ot Queen V ictoria, he accepted the service 
of Ii r priva e physician, Dr. Mac. en'ie. 
whose ai rival at on e caused intense rivalry 
am ong the Ge man doctors, which contin­ 
ued until the em perors death. It w asofsuch 
bitterness th at it si*read to the populace, 
and after th e ret u in of the im perial party to 
Berlin he laid to have a guard to protec him. 
Tho news of theem peror’sd eath w asa great 
shock to him. and caus- d him to leave sud­ 
denly for tim capital, his leave-taking from 
ban R‘ mo being one of sorrow and regret 
am ong the inhabitants. Regardless of the 
severe operation he had undergone at San

The new Em peror’s unfilial conduct du r­ 
ing th e latter years of his fath er’s life be­ 
cam e a m atter of disgraceful publicity. It 
is undoubtedly the fact th a t ho has sought 
to

powers 
of 
rulership 
w ith 
unbecom ing 
haste. 
Assuming 
th at 
his 
fath er’s 
discase 
was

incurable one. he m ade every preparation 
to oust him from his rights, and has all 
along shown a lack of respect and affection 
for his princely parent.

Hie Crown Prince is reported 
to have said, "You are, perhaps, the only 
one who appears to be convinced of my 
speedy death.

You have given an exam ple 
of an am bition m ost m erciless and undigni­ 
fied. But thereby you have lost m uch of 
the confidence of the court and of the 
people.”

I hope for your speedy 
and com plete conva'escence,” tho crown 
prince said: "Do you sneak the tru th ? ”

The narrative of this scene was subse­ 
quently taken to Kaiser W ilhelm in Berlin, 
w bo. it is said, was deeply grieved and at 
once toon m easures to check the young 
m an’s preparations for the assum ption pf 
power.

A n E xpU »«!on S en d s a T w o - M a s t0«l 
•S ch o o n er I n to th e A ir. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , Penn.. June IC.—Captain 
E. W. Howard of the three-m asted schooner 
Edw ard W. Young, arrived at this port from 
Boston, has reported th a t on May 24. while 
in the neighborhood of the Delaware capes. 
he saw a two-m asted schooner, which had 
been sighted two hours before, blown out of 
the w ater by a trem endous explosion. The 
nam e

escaped. 
Captain 
Howard 
gives 
a circum stantial story of tho explosion: 
“About 5 o’clock on the m orning of May 
28,” he said, "m y attention was called to a 
low, two-nuisted schooner, about four miles 
away, sailing south, A$out 7 o’clock, while 
I was in tho cabin. I was startled by the 
sound 
of 
a 
distant 
explosion, 
and 
alm ost 
im m ediately the 
vessel 
began 
to pitch and tum ble as though she had 
been struck bv a heavy sea. The next 
m inute the m ate dashed into the cabin, 
with a look of consternation on ins face. 
‘T hat cralt to the soa’east has been blown 
to atom s,’ he said. I hurried in deck, and 
found v. hat the m ate had said to be true. 
After Hie explosion the Young approached 
som ewhat i eater lo the wreck of the un­ 
known vessel, arid the black, dism antled 
hulk ci uh! be pladily seen w ithout a 
glass, rising up and sow n in Hie swell of tho 
sea. The waves seemed to be unusually 
agitated, while over the w ic k hung a 
heavy cloud of black and 
lead-colored 
smoke. 
The 
lookout 
was looking 
at 
the strange vessel when the exn osion 
occurred. 
While 
he 
was ca ing at 
her. suddenly a great wave of smoke puffed 
out of the hatchw ay, then a longue of 
flame shot up between the m astslike a bolt 
of forked lightning, and instantaneously, 
and before the re ort of the explosion bad 
reached Ii s ears, the air was tilled w ith 
debris. 
Masts, spars, decks and every­ 
thing else seemed to hang in the air 
for a momont. 
Then tho debris sunk 
back 
into 
the 
w ater, 
and 
nothing 
was 
left 
of 
Hie 
vessel 
except 
the 
black bulk. The lookout scanned the neigh­ 
borhood of the w reck w ith his glass iii 
every direction, in the hope th a t some of 
the crew cad been w arned in tim e to escape 
from Hie vessel, but no signs of a hum an 
being could be found. Evidently the ent.re 
crew had perished.” 
Capta n Howard m ade every possible ef­ 
fort to a 'iproach the wreck, but the light* 
ness of the wind m ade it impossible. The

vessel 
m ay 
have teen the 
schooner 
Rambler, 
Captain 
O’Brien, 
which sailed from New York May 21, witli 
a crew of soveu m en 
and a cargo of 
60 tons of dynam ite for Colon. The ex­ 
plosive was rn 500 cans and consigned to 
the contractors for t e Panam a canal, It 
was said that Hie Ram bler would have 
been in the vicinity described by Contain 
Howard as the place where the explosion 
occurred, and tb is fact, together w ith the 
n a tu ie o fh e r cargo, confirmed the belief 
am ong shipping m en th a t she was tho un­ 
fortunate vessel.

I went away wondering how on earth Gen­ 
era! Haileck had ever heard of me. and it 
was a month later before I ascertained th e 
facts. One afternoon I w as "show ing o ff’ 
to a group of soldiers, and th e general and 
his chief engineer halted on th eir round of 
inspection and became spectators unbe­ 
known to me. In my palm y days I could 
im itate any voice I h eard ; I cou d p ut my 
face into alm ost any sh ap e; I could work 
my ears like a horse, and could throw a h at 
off my head by working m y scalp.

I w ent down to breakfast, 
and then slipped over to the other hotel 
and reg bite red and took a room as "Bro 
I essor E, G. S. LaDue,

Cards were to the conjurers of the last 
generation among the rn. st im portant tools 
of their trade, a fact which is easier to 
understand when it is rem em bered th a t j 
th eir perform ances were given, as a rule, in 
com paratively sm all 
rooms and lief orc 
w hat 
a 
m agician 
of 
today 
would 
look upon as an insignificant 
handful 
of 
ail 
audience. 
The 
large 
theatres 
and crowded 
galleries of the 
present 
lim e have relegated tlieirelass of tricks to 
the am ateur or parlor m agician. 
T here is, 
however, scarcely any form of sleight-of- 
hand which is more 
p cturesque or ef­ 
fective, w hen employed by an expert, th an 
th a t which enables hint to m ake Hie "pass” 
or sauter la coupe to "force.” to m ake the 
"false shuffle,” to “change” or filerla carte. 
or to perform 
th e 
half-dozen leading 
manoeuvres w hich, as their nam es imply. 
chiefly invented by F rench perform ers 
of the art. 
The secret of successful card m anipula­ 
tion prim arily lies in constant practice, 
'oil ed to certain natural f.icilit es, such as 
suppleness of fingers and breadth of palm. 
H oudin tells us th a t w hen his inclination 
first led It in to study the art, w hile lie was 
still pursuing his avocation of w atchm aker, 
he wore a coat w ith peculiarly broad and 
deep pockets, and. keeping his hands in 
them continually, would set to work prac­ 
ticing w .tli coins, balls and cards as the case 
m ight be. His first m aster, Torrini. was 
one of the m ost proficient sleight-of-hand 
perform ers w ith cards of hts day, though 
hts celebrated piquet trick owed its chief 
effectiveness to an ingenious piece of appa­ 
ratus. AA’hen practising as a physician at 
Florence. Torriui was called to see one of 
his friends, a Germ an nam ed Ztlbernm n. 
who had been brought h< me dangerously 
wounded, Zilbermnn, though a doctor like 
Torrini, was accustom ed to spend Hie 
greater part of his tim e a t the gam ing 
table, and usually m anaged to rise th ere­ 
from a considerable wanner. W hen Torrini 
found him he had been shot in the breast 
by a fellow gam bler, and confided to his 
physician th at the duel arose out of a 
charge of cheating preferred against him , 
w hich, on his d« atlibed. he adm itted was 
true. A little box was fastened to Ii s arm , 
just a1 ova* tho w rist, and contained a pack 
ol specially prepared cards. 
W hen the 
player cut the pack on the table, b s hand 
covered them com pletely, a spring was sot 
in motion by the pressure of the lorearm on 
the 
table,

box, 
w hile 
a 
sort of 
foreceps arrangem ent autom ati­ 
cally seized Hie other pack and drew it 
into the box. On this particular occasion 
Ziiberntan’s instrum ent had failed, and one 
card Itll on the table excited ins adver­ 
sa! y’s 
suspicions, and 
precipitated the 
quarrel in which the sw indler m et his 
death. Torrini took possession of the clev­ 
erly contrived box, and afterw ard, w hen he 
became a conjurer, used it to play bis cele­ 
brated gam e of planet, in w hich, though 
blindfolded, and with his hands tied. he in- 
vanably won, the only tim e he touched lite 
cards being when lie cut them . 
\\ hat Prolessor Hoffman, to whom the 
couiurm g world is indebted for the best 
treatise on magic yet produced, truly calls 
the backbone of card conjuring, is the 
saute de coupe or “pass,” the eff ect of which 
is to level se the respective positions of the 
top and bottom pert o h s of the pack. It is 
m od. not only by conjuiers hut by card 
sharpers as they take up the cards after the 
cut amt wish to I enlace them in their t i ­ 
mer position. There are various ways of ac­ 
com plishing tins some requiring the use of 
both hands, otiiers of only one, hut the 
more usual, and, as it were, th e m ost ortho­ 
dox fashion is as follows: The pack is held 
in the left hand, as though the cards w eie 
atiout to he dealt, omy th a t instead of the 
four fingers lying together on the ton of 
the pack along the right edge, the little 
finger is inserted about the m iddle of the 
pack or w herever the cut has been made. 
The upper portion is now’ firm ly held be­ 
tween the little finger and the other three 
fingers, and can be raised as on a h nge 
when the tim e for this m ovem ent arises. 
F irst.the pack is covered witli the right hand 
and the lower portion is grasped between 
Hie second finger and thum b, the thum b of 
tho left hand lying across the pack. The 
upper portion is then raised upw ard on 
w nat is term ed its hinge and the lower 
portion ra scil sim ultaneously till the right 
edges of the lower and the left edmrs of the 
upper portions clear each other. T h e hand 
is then closed, and the positions of the two 
portions of the pack are reversed. 
The 
m ovem ent appears to he com plicated and is 
difficult of clear description, bu t in tho 
hands of an expert the m ovem ent is as 
rapid as lightning, and will deceive the 
keenest eye. 
It is alm ost astonishing to a student of the 
history of conjuring to find, as he surely 
will, th at there is hardly a trick of modern 
perform ers w hich does not owe either its 
existence or present developm ent to Robert 
Houdin. It was only a few years ago th a t a 
w riter in one of our leading m onthly m aga­ 
zines. him self a conjurer of some local re­ 
pute. stated th a t he had learned "second 
sight” from a Polish Jew, who had also 
taught it to Heller, and this apocryphal He­ 
ir) ow was rn ide to affirm th at he had 
* tream ed id.” m uch as Mr. Stevenson tells 
us he dream s his marvellous romances. 
The fact is th a t Houdin was uiuioubtedly 
the father of this clever deception, which. 
for nearly half a century, bas never failed 
to am u sean d bewilder audiences all over 
the world. It was on Feb. 12, 184ii, th at 
the following announcem ent appeared in 
his tm gram m e for the fiisttim e: 
“In this perform ance Robert H oudin’s 
son. who is gifted witli a m arvellous second 
sight, after his eyes have been covered by a 
thick bandage, w i,I designate every object 
presented hun by th e audience.” 
Hamlin was first led to the invention of 
this trick by observing his children at play 
one day. H ie younger had bandaged his 
elder brother's eyes and m ade him guess 
tho objects he touched, aim when the latter 
happened to pm ss aright, they changed 
places, 
i he quick-witted Frenchm an, ever 
on the lookout for novelt es to he added to 
his entertainm ent, saw here the geim of a 
gfr at d scovery. and after applying him self 
diligently to winking out the problem, 
succeeded in laying the foundation on 
w hich Heller and O'liers 
subsequently 
erected more elaborate structures. 
The 
m ethod of nerform ing the "second sight” 
entertainm ent is 
s mole enough. 
The 
"sub opt," w hether a boy, as in 'H oudin’s, or 
a girl, as in H el’er’s case, is blindfolded 
secure y. The perfi rm er then borrows ar­ 
ticle after article of the m ost diverse nature 
from people in the audience, and these are 
correctly and m inutely described by the 
‘ subject.” 
In order to perform the trick both subject 
and perform er m ust train their memories 
to a high degree of perfection, w hile the 
latter m ust add to this the faculty of quick 
and unerring sight asw ell as the habit of 
carrying i n at the same tim e a double train 
of thought. The first step is 1 1 learn to as­ 
sociate instantly each I tter in the alphabet 
w ith its corresponding num ber. For in­ 
stance. H and 8. AV and 23. R a n d l l , and 
so forth 
Then a list of 2<’> sentences m ust 
be learn! and added in the mind, one to 
each letter and its corresponding num ber. 
This. for inst nice, Is a list: 
Now. a, I ; how? b, 2; he quick, e, 3; look 
here, d, 4: come, c. 6; go on. f, ti; and here? 
g, 7: a t once, h. 8; see. i. 9; here, j, IO;

Getting Married by Proxy—A Scheme 
That Did Not Prevail 


[Marcus bane In Chicago Globe.) 
The first m arriage, according to the Bible 
record, was closely connected 
w ith the 
creation of m an and wom an upon the earth, 
or, to state it in other term s, the wom an was 
made to be the wife of the m an. W hy and 
how this was done is best told iii the quaint 
words of an old old serm on of the tim e of 
good Queen Bess: 
"T hirdly, God so ordained th e m atter be­ 
tween them th at th 's adhesion and agglu­ 
tination of one to tho other should be per­ 
petual: for, by taking a bone from the m an 
. . . to strengthen the wom an, and by 
putting flesh instead thereof to m odify the 
ytan, He m ade a sweote com plexion and 
tem per betw ixt them , like harm onic in mu- 
sicke. . . . 
"Fourthly, th a t bone which God took from 
the m an was out of the m idst of him . . . 
, The species of the bone is said to be a rib, 
a bone of the side,not of the h e a d ; a woman 
is not donnna, the ruler: nor of any ante­ 
rior p a rt; she is not pradata, preferred be­ 
fore tho m an : nor a bone of the foot; she i9 
not serva, a handm aid. . . . She is not 
post, posita, set behind the m an, but a bono 
of tho side, of a m iddle and ind iferent 
part, to show th a t sho is soda, a companion 
to the husband. 
For . . . they 
th a t 
walk, side to side and cbeeke to checke, 
walk as companions. 
"F ifthly, I m ight adde a bone from under 
the anne to put the m an in rem em brance of 
the protect on and defence to tile woman. 
"Sixthly, a bone not far from his h eart to 
put him in m ind of Affection and love to 
the woman. 
"Lastly, a bone (rom tho left side, to put 
the wom an in m ind that, by reason of her 
frailty and infirm ity, she stam letn in need 
of both the one and the other from her hus­ 
band.” 
As the first wife was m ade for the hus­ 
band, and there were no relatives to inter­ 
fere. it is to be piesum ed th a t there was no 
ceremony, although one of the wise old 
fathers tolls us that the first m arriage was 
tho true type of all others, for "God was the 
priest and the angels the w itnesses.” 
In the earliest records th a t have come 
down to us very little is said about the ce* e- 
mony by which a couple were ordinarily 
united. Among the prim itive .Jews there 
was a betrothal and espousal, out no fu n her 
formal corone ny, except ,he m ere rem oval 
of the bride tr^ui her father’s house to th at 
of Hie bridegroom or his lather. At a later 
tim e the cequnonieB began to be more 
elaborate. 
On the w edding day the bride would be as 
elegantly attired as ber circttm stan es 
would perm it, and veiled like Rebecca. A 
maid was alw a t s m a’Tied on the tourtb day 
of the week, and a widow on the fifth. D ur­ 
ing the cerem ony the father, if he was the 
celebrator, would take th e hand of his 
daughter and give her to tile bridegroom, 
saying, “Behold, take her after the law of 
Moses and lead her aw ay.” If the father 
did not act as celebrator the rabbi or hezen 
of the synagogue wou d take Ute extrem ity 
of the s arf or garm ent W in ch was around 
tim br degroom s neck and cover the head 
of the bride w ith it, after which he t onse- 
crated a cup of wine and gave it to the two 
contracting parties. 
In modern tim es a canopy of silk is usual­ 
ly put up. under which the bride and bride­ 
groom M anti, oil either s.de of the parents 
or guardians, and in front is tho chiel 
rabbi, standing betw een the two m inisters 
of the synagogue. The bridegroom then 
presents the ring (which was only a m odern 
custom in lieu of dower). The ring is ex­ 
am ined by th e chief rabbi, who a-ks the 
happy m an if he ring is his own, and, being 
answered in the affirm ative, Hie bridegroom 
places the ring upon the forefinger of the 
bride, saying: ‘'Behold, thou art sanctified 
t > me, according to the law of Moses and 
Israel.” 
T hen 
follow 
blessings 
and 
provers by th e rabbi, aft*, r which one 
of the synagogue officials 
deposits on 
the 
ground 
at 
the 
foot 
of 
the 
bridegroom a sm all board, upon which an 
ordinary wine glass is placed. The bride­ 
groom then stam ps upon it and dashes it to 
pieces, when all assem bled cry out, "Maz- 
zletour M azzletour!” (Good luck! 
Good 
luck!) T hen toiiow the usual handshakings 
and congratulations, and th e cerem ony is 
over. 
Among Hie ancient Babylonians the cere­ 
monies ii ere originally m uch the saine.Thei e 
were festivities lasting three days, and in 
th eir course occurs the following curious 
custom : The bridegroom was placed w ithin 
a cholo of dancers, and the guests r nil by- 
standeis then proceeded to stick sm all coins 
upon his forehead. A stbem oney Ie I it was 
cainrht in aal open handkerchief held under 
his Chili. After this a party of young men 
would rush into the crowd and carry off the 
m ost wealthy guests antU oek ll em up in a 
dark room until they j ald proper ransom , 
w’h ch would go to swell the dowry. 
T he custom th a t guests at a wedding 
should m ake or. seuts to the bride and 
bridegroom is very o ld : in fact it has been 
observed in all parts of the world bv m any 
peoples and at all periods of the w orld’s his­ 
tory. Tile old Greek, the Roman and the 
Jew all did it. and it is a com m on custom 
am ong even savage tribes to tiffs day, but 
the presents m ade vary w ith the people 
m aking them , and w ith th e rank which is 
given to wom anhood in the natural cus­ 
toms. In old Norway th e bride’s wedding 
outfit included a shield, a sword and an axe, 
it being supposed th at she would need these 
to protect herself against her husband’s 
blows. 
Some cerem onies, like the Jew ish, are 
long and alm ost tedious, and some are short 
in the extrem e. Even iii this C hristian land 
it m ay be m ade to confi rm m uch to the 
w him s aud notions of the one who acts as 
celebrant. 
The easiest w edding to m ake in any civi­ 
lized country in the world a t the present 
tim e is w hat is known as a common law 
m arriage under Hie laws of Scotland. Such 
w eddings have been hold valid for at least 
7 0 0 years, but la b 'r under the di-advan­ 
tages of being considered disreputable, 
‘T h e leading principle,” said Lord Deas. 
in a judgm ent delivered by him a few years 
ago. “ is th at consent m akes m arriage, No 
cerem ony,-civil or religious: no notice be­ 
fore or publication after, no consum m at o r 
no cohabitat on. no w riting, no w.tnesaes, 
even, are essential.” 
A peculiar feature of this kind of m arriage 
is th a t the "law of Hie place” governs the 
m arriage, bene" all persons, though not of 
Scottish dom icile m ay, by a very little fool­ 
ishness, find them selves securely m arried 
by the operation of the Scottish law. 
In Ireland an im portant part of tho cere­ 
m ony is a collection for tho priest, which 
w ill som etim es am ount to 420 or 430. The 
Irish peasantry ars ingenious in doing this 
so as to secure the largest results, ana here 
is one of the m ethods: A wedding least is 
provided and eaten. Im m ediately upon the 
rem oval of the d o th , th e priest m arries the 
young couple, and then the bride cake is 
brought iii and placed before the i riest, who 
putting on ii s sto'wblesses it and cuts it up 
into sm all slices, which are handed around 
on a large dish am ong tile guests. E ach one 
takes a slice of the cake, and lavs down in 
place of it a donation for the priest, consist­ 
ing of pounds, crowns, or shillings, accord­ 
ing to the ability of the dom r. 
if tile 
am ount given by any guest is not con­ 
sidered sufficient, those present are bv no 
m eans slow in m aking it uncom iortable 
for th a t guest, until he pays a pi aper 
am ount. 
in m any places in E ngland and Ireland 
i t ’s considered prudent, o u tlie p art of the 
bride, to take care, at tile altar, to put her 
right foot before th at of the bridegroom, 
for then she will be sure to get the better 
of him during the whole of the m arried life, 
T his is especially prudent in Wales, for, 
under the Welsh law, a husband m ight ad­ 
m inister three blows w ith a stick on any 
part of tho person (except the head) of his 
wife, in case she m isbehaved, and another 
law directed th a t the stick should not he 
longer than the luisband’B arm . nor thicker 
th an h 's m iddle finger. 
The m ost singular custom of th e m iddle 
ages is th a t of m arriage by proxy. The 
earliest m entioned was th a t of Clovis of 
France w ith Olotilde. A urene, his agent, 
m arried Clotilde at the court of Bourgogne, 
i n the nam e of C ’ovis, bis m aster, by giving 
ter a ring and other pledges of a regular 
m arriage. A like m arriage occurred in Ro­ 
land. 
w here King Bigismund III. first 
wedded his queen by proxy. It is also m en­ 
tioned in the life o f Charles V. th a t Lino 
Mendez Q uixana M anuel de Figucredo of 
Mendoza, the em peror’s m ajor doino, was 
m arried to Dona M agdalena de U lh a, a t 
V alladolid, by proxy, lie not being able to 
obva n D ave of absence in order to attend 
b ’s own wedding. But such w eddings seem 
to have recet veda quietus w hen M axim ilian, 
king of the Romans, undertook to m arry 
Annie of B retagne by proxy, the Prince of 
Orange acting for him in th e case. B ut 
M axim ilian had a formal rival in Charles 
VHI. of France, who first persuaded the 
ladv th a t th e m arriage was void, using the 
argum ent th a t M aximilian "was a widdower 
and a c Id wooer, thatcould content him self 
to be a bridegroom by a deputie.anu would 
not m ake a little journey to put aile out of 
question.” His argum ent was fu rth er forti­ 
fied w ith th e declaration by the "Divines of 
the real mo” th a t the m arriage was void and

O rpheus C. K err or A rtem us Ward, or some 
of the other pioneer funny fellows, started 
the stories about editors tak lag wood and 
hay and vegetables on subscription, anil of 
having to live betw een bread and cheese, 
and the public accepted them as facts. For 
years past the country editor has been fondly 
supposed to he crying for "m ore copy,” and 
to lie on his last sheet of paper and last 
shilling, and I presum e my article will be a 
great disappointm ent to the masses. 
I began life as a "o rin t r ’s devil.” It is 
pop u larly supposed th a t “the devil” swoeps 
out and cloes other d rty work for a year or 
two before p oinotion. On th e first m orn­ 
ing I reached the office I was told to take 
things easy until th e "old m an” cam e down. 
I W' u t over to the bank for one of the 
"com ps” and deposited 
$2(JU0 for him, 
cleaned up the forem an's $000 diam ond, 
and dusted off a plush chair and opened a 
box of Henry Clays for the, pressm an, and 
by th at tim e the editor cam e down in his 
carriage. He ordered his coachm an to give 
me an airiug, and w hen I returned he be­ 
nevolently observed; 
"W ell, Henry, you and I are to run th e 
Gaze te. You won’t have m uch to do. Give 
me about three colum ns of crispy editor a1 
per week, and if you want to dash off a 
poem or a sketch, go ahead. Your salary 
will bo SJO per week for the first six 
nu nths. and you will occupy one of the 
spare ch limbers rn my residence—the blue 
and gold one.” 
He had a residence valued at $125,000, 
filled w ith the richest of furniture. His 
wife thought nothing of giving a wash­ 
woman a silk dress th a t cost $500 and had 
a splash of m ud on It. No tram p w ent away 
w ith less than $20in cash. T heir ice cream 
for one season cost $1420.75, and they were 
astonished at the sm allness of the bill. One 
of ti e rooms was known as "th e coupon 
room .” A young m an w ith very delicate 
c o n n e x io n spent eight hours per day the 
year round in this room shearing off cou­ 
pons from bonds, and from Nov. I to Doc. 
31 he had to have two assistants. 
AV h lie the bona fide circulation of the 
G azette was close on to 200,000, the editor 
kept the figures a t 1400 in order to avoid a 
rush of patronage. 
He paid six of the 
largest m erchants in tho city $2000 per year 
each not to advertise w ith us. as their adver­ 
tising would m ake ex tra work for th e com ­ 
positors 
W hat advertising we did do was 
very high-toned, and was charged for a t ihe 
rate of $ i. per word. The salaries paid the 
employes were not as large as in some 
offices, because we could not afford it, but 
every one who had been on the G azette two 
years had saved sufficient money to buy a 
house and lot and horse and carnage. 
D ining m y IO years in the office. I never 
knew us to be hard up bu t once. The pro- 
p re to r bought a gold m ine in California, a 
t offee plantation in Brazil and a railroad 
in N tw England at about the sam e tim e, 
and carelessly m ade out tho papers so th at 
we had to rai o about $3,000,000 in one 
day. We raised it, but I had to chip in 15 
cents from my private finances to m ake up 
the stun. It was only a week later th a t tho 
wife of 1 ho proprietor paid $8000 in cash 
for a blue-faced sunflower for a corner of 
the ba k yard, and Die only rem ark m ade 
bv tier husband as he learned of Die pur- 
chase was: 
"AVhy, m y dear, you should have tak en a 
pair of them a t $11,000.” 
in the seventh year of m y stay th e Ga­ 
z e 'te ( hanged hands. T here was the usual 
notice of sheriff’s sale, and of the p lan t be­ 
ing bid in by a young and enterprising m an 
w’lio would seek to m ake it a popular local 
organ, etc., but I h at was all tar. T he pro­ 
prietor sold out, to open a chain of national 
banks extending from P ortland to Galves­ 
ton. and to put five new lines of ocean 
steam ers into operation. I can rem em ber 
the d iv he left the town. I was called upon 
to see h s w fe’s jew elry to Die special car 
chartered for it. T here were seven large 
dry goods boxes full, and a peck or so of 
diam onds which could not be crowded rn 
was brought along in a coffee sack.

HE story of th® last 
Democratic adminis­ 
tration 
before 
the 
war is full of inter­ 
est. "Mr. Buchanan s 
administration,” 
as 
the ex-president him ­ 
self termed it on the 
title pace of his book, 
occupies in the an 
nals of the country 
an almost unique po 
aition. It is the only 
one. 
thug 
far. 
in 
which a condition of 
war existed, without 
formal declaration, from its inaucuration 
to its close. President Pierce had left his 
successor the legacy of the Kansas-Nebraska 
imbroglio, which was not alone the "irre 
pressible conflict" between freedom and 
alavery, but the beginning of the war of the 
rebellion itself. 
During the 
latter part of the Pierce 
administration. 
hostile 
camps 
faced 
each other, 
containing organized hands 
of men, each claim ing to be 
the m ili­ 
tia of the territory, and who marnruvred 
and engaged in battle on the plains of Kan­ 
sas, besieging and burning towns 
The war 
between the North aud the South had its 
actual opening there 
The 
Southerners 
were 
mostly 
Missourians 
and Texans 
known as "Border Ruffians” (not actual 
s tilers), and whose only object was to pro­ 
mote slavery, while the Northerners were 
from nearly all the free Staten who came 
totill the soil and establish manufactures, 
with Sharpe’s rides and Colt’s revolvers. 
The fury of tho combatants 
knew no 
bounds, scarcely any quart! r being given to 
prisoners, while m idnight assassinations 
and hangings were of continuous occur­ 
ence on both sides. 
Succeeding to this state of things. Mr. Bu­ 
chanan found the work of pacification an 
arduous one. It became necessary for the 
Federal officials to support sometimes one 
party, sometimes the other; ai d governor 
after governor^ sent out from Washington, 
resigned their places in despair. Conspicu­ 
ous among the free State leaders were John 
Brown and his four sons, who always went 
armed to the teeth, and hung their prison­ 
ers as often as they heard of the like doings 
on 
the part of 
their 
opponents. 
A 
notable 
event 
daring 
this 
warfare 
was the defence of Ossawattomxe, a small 
village in Kansas near the Missouri State 
line,where John Brown with 16 men held 
the place against several hundred marau­ 
ders from over the border. 
With the loss 
of but two men the defenders succeeded in 
killing and wounding more than four times 
their own number. This made Brown th© 
terror of his enemies in the territory, and 
gave him the sobriquet by which he was 
afterwards known throughout the country, 
“Ossawattomio Brown.” The repulse at 
Os8awattom e did not. however, prevent 
the invaders from sacking and burning the 
flourishing village of Lawrence, lately set­ 
tled by a colony from Massachusetts. 
But order was Anally brought about by 
the energetic interference of the United 
States tr< o d s which were ordered to the 
territory in force, and the establishment of 
freedom was secured in both Kansas and 
Nebraska, though at a fearful coat of life, 
iufferirgand bitter enmity. 
President Buchanan, elected in 1856 bv 
the Democratic party, and carrying Ins own 
State of Pennsylvania, was inaugurated 
March 4.1857, and called to hts cabinet Lew 
is Cass of Michigan as secretary of state,How­ 
ell Cobb of Getrgia secretary of tho treas­ 
ury #J< hn B. Floyd of Virginia secretary of 
war; Isaacip u cey of Connecticut secretary 
of the navy^Jacob Thompson of Mississippi 
secretary of the interior. Jeremiah S. Blac k 
of Pennsylvania, attorney general, and 
Horatio King of Maine Dostmaster general, 
W hen 
these 
gentlem en 
entered 
upon 
their duties, they were admitted, on all 
sides, to be among the ablest statesmen of 
the day; and up to the tim e of the disunion 
action of the Southern States, in 1860, they 
met with the approval of the country m 
geneial up< n the numerous difficulties in 
their patb-except, always, upon the single 
question of slav ery. Upon tiffs latter ques­ 
tion. being Democrats, and a part of them 
Southern rs, they were presumed to be 
strongly biased in their views at the time, 
as were their political adversities. 
Prominent among the vexatious matters 
not connected with slavery agitation, to 
which Mr. Buchanan succeeded, was the 
disturbed condition of affairs With Great 
Britain. 
The relations between the two 
countries had been for some time strained— 
since the d smissai of the British Minister 
Crampton from Washington, over the en­ 
listm ent of soldiers in New York and Phila­ 
delphia for service in the English army in 
the Crimea. 
The course of the British 
government in Central America was like­ 
wise 
troublesome, 
insisting 
as it did 
upon 
maintaining 
a 
protectorate over 
the Bay Islands and other possessions of 
Honduras, in violation of the Monroe doc­ 
trine. Nor had England ever renounced 
the right of search which had been the 
cause of the war of 1812 with this country. 
The practice of stopping and searching 
American vessels on the supposi ion that 
they were engaged in the slave trade was of 
frequent occurrence by British cruisers sta­ 
tioned in the Gulf of Mexico for that pur­ 
pose. 
Mr. Buchanan resolved to deal perempto- 
rarily with this question. His experience 
as United States minister at the Court of 
St. James had made lpm acquainted with 
the situation, and quite competent to act 
with decision. The American navy, though 
small, was never in better condition. It had 
been considerably augmented under the 
Polk and Pierce administrations, and now 
possessed several of the finest war ships 
afloat. 
Its 
personal 
consisted 
of 
a 
toms 
of 
skilled 
aud 
able 
officers, 
Jvho 
were 
ready, as 
they 
afterward 
proved, to undertake any daring enter­ 
prise. In the spring of 185S the reported 
cases of the boarding of American vessels 
by British cruisers were unusually large in 
number and created 
much excitem ent 
throughout the country. The President de­ 
manded 
explanations 
from 
England 
through General Cass, secretary of state, 
who addressed 
Lord 
Napier, the new 
British ambassador at Washington, on the 
subject. Mr. Dallas, the American minister 
at London, was instructed to demand com­ 
pensation for tho outrages and to insist per­ 
emptorily on their cessation. Pending this, 


direction* were issued for strengthening 
the gulf squadron, and among other ships 
the Colorado, a powerful frigate of the first 
class, was sent down with specific order* 
for the home squadron, "to *top all inter­ 
ference with American shipping from what­ 
ever quarter.” 
Even the opposition party took the mat­ 
ter up In support of the government, and 
the Senate adopted unanimously a resolu­ 
tion, introduced by Mr. Seward, for inquir­ 
ing Into the fact* In question. The English 
government saw at once that the United 
States were in eainest, and that if it in­ 
sisted on its right to search it must pre­ 
pare for another conflict, with the chances 
of success much diminished since the last 
tim e conclusions were tried on this very 
issue. In a short time, therefore, the British 
ministry announced its willingness todiscnss 
the question in an amicable spirit The ex­ 
citem ent at once calmed down, the two 
nations m et each other peacefully through 
their representatives, \tn d a most sat s- 
factory result was arrived at. On Monday. 
July 5. on the occasion of the ce’ebration of 
the eighty-second anniversary of American 
Independence by American citizens in Lon­ 
don, Minister Dallas, who presided, in­ 
formed the guests assembled that tho right 
of search, and evon ttie right of visit, had 
be< n totally and final y renounced by the 
British government. So ended a dangerous 
cc.ntroversey which had so long threatened 
the peace of the two nations. 
Another incident also added to the better 
feeling belwe* n the two countries. Tins 
was the laying of the first Atlantic cable, 
which took placqone month later, in which 
were joined the Washington and London 
governments. Expressions of good w ll and 
hopes for co rn men ial prosperity were sent 
through the cable, to tho ast* nlshment and 
enthusiasm bt everybody. Messages were 
exchanged between President Buchanan 
and Queen Victoria, and the event was 
celebrated in America with illuminations, 
torchlight processions, military parades, 
artillery salvos and other joyous demonstra­ 
tions. 
Still another incident took place not long 
after which brought alou t the be-t of feel­ 
ing. In the summer of 1859 the British ad­ 
miral, Hope, in charge of naval operations 
in Chinese waters during the war between 
England and China, undertook to reduce 
the forts at 
the mouth 
of the Pe ho 
river. 
The 
forts 
had 
fcitely 
been 
strengthened and manned, as was sus­ 
pected. by Russ ans in the Chinese service, 
and it was thought best to destroy them be­ 
fore proceeding up the river. The atiack. 
however, was not only repulsed, but came 
near being a serious disaster to the British 
fleet. 
Through ignorance of the water 
depth and tides, three of the vessels got 
aground directly under the gunsel the forts, 
and would have been desiro cd or captured 
had not Commodore T atnall. commanding 
ihe American fleet, and who was watching 
the fight, borne down in his own flagship 
with the memorable words: 
"Blood Is 
thicker than water,” and pulled the English 
ships off out of range. 
The American 
commodore 
was 
only 
m ildly reprimanded by his government for 
the breach of international law. and the tn- 
c dent served to bring about a feeling be­ 
tween the people of the two countries which 
not only obliterated past differences, but 
stood the United States in good stead dur­ 
ing our struggle in the late war 
of 
the rebellion. It was very shortly after 
the actu n of the Peiho forts that the British 
government formally coded Hie Bay islands 
to Honduras, thus ending all dispute rela- 
ti\ e to the "Monroe doctrine.” 
The Mormon question, which was threat­ 
en ng under the Pierce 
administration, 
against Salt Lake City, with orders to re­ 
store the national authority at all ha arils 
took an especially troublesome turn dur.ng 
Mr. Buchanan's term. 
The territory of 
Utah, under the governorship of Brigham 
Young, chief apostle of the Mormon sect. 
now broke out into actual rebellion against 
the authority of the United States. Mur­ 
ders of "Gentiles” were frequent, and tho 
action of the Federal courts was rendered 
inoperative. On being remonstrated with 
even tho military power of the government 
was defied. 
Buchanan 
dealt vigorously 
with this crisis, and settled it to the satis­ 
faction of the country, as, indeed, he did 
every question during his administration 
not connected with slavery agitation. 
He sent an army corps of about 3000 men 
at (hat capital. Tho oxpedi ion coinpris d 
several region m s of infantry, artillery arid 
cavalry of the regular army, under com­ 
mand of the famous general. Albert Sydney 
Johnston, and made 
such an imposing 
force on their march into the territory that 
the Saints cocaine frightened and opened 
negotiations fur subm ssion. some tim e be­ 
fore the advance guard arrived in sight of 
Salt Lake. Commissioners empowered to 
make ter Aa accompanied the troops, and 
on the entry of the latter into the city, the 
new go\ ernor (to lake the place of Young), 
anil a new judge were inaugurated without 
further conflict. 
But the most exciting event, perhaps, of 
the period of which we are writing, was the 
"John Brown raid," so-called, or the at­ 
tempted slave insurrection. 
This took 
place at Harper’s Ferry, Va., in ih e fa llo f 
1859. It created the profoundest impres­ 
sion in all sections of lim country, and was 
the final in ident. previous to thee'action 
of President Lincoln, which induced the se­ 
ct ss'ou of the Southern States from the 
Union. 
The Kansas warfare, the opposi­ 
tion to the Dred Scott decision, and the sus­ 
pected existence of a plot among the slaves 
throughout tho South to rise against their 
masters, had been previous causes; and now 
the sympathy expressed in the Northern 
States for the John Brown raid by a con­ 
siderable number of people in public m eet­ 
ings. enraged and alarmed the impetuous 
Southerners to the utmost. The actual se­ 
cession which followed a year later had its 
beginning at this point. 
John Brown wsb a native of Connecticut, 
where he 
was born in 1800, 
a lineal 
descendant of one of the Mayflower gnl- 
gnms. He was among the earliest and most 
intense abolitionists in the North, carrying 
h s principles to the point of fanaticism. 
He had become bo. partly from his tempera­ 
ment—that of a Scotch covenanter-and 
partly from the fact that having moved to 
Ohio, as a sheep farmer, he became famil­ 
iar with the institution of slavery across 
the river, and frequently assisted in the 
escape of fugitives to Canada by the so 
called "underground railroad.” Ile sacri­ 
ficed his material prosperity to his passion, 
and having been unsuccessful in business. 
we have seen how he took part with his 
four sons in the conflict in Kansas. 
After matters had become settled in Kan­ 
sas Brown turned bis attention to another 
scheme—the Harper’s Ferry affair. It had 
long been a plan with him to strike a blow 
at slavery in the slave States themselves by 
arming and rousing the blacks to resist 
their masters and gam freedom by force. 
He accordingly got together a band of 22 
white men of similar views with himself, 
including his sons, and on the night of 
Oct. 
16 
(Sunday) 
he 
crossed 
the 
Potomac from the Maryland shore, and took 
possession of the town of Harper's Ferry. 
Being fully armed, it was an easy matter 
for the band to overpower the two or three 
watchmen and seize the United States ar­ 
senal at the Ferry, as w ell as to capture sev­ 
eral prominent citizens of the place as 
hostages. Brown then lost no time in send­ 
ing some of his men to the plantations in 
the vicinity, to summon the slaves to join 
him. But few obeyed ihe summons,though 
rifles and other munitions of war were at 
hand in abundance. 
By daybreak Monday morning the town 
had recovered from its stupor, and word 
was sent by the authorities in various 
directions for assistance. The local m ilitia 
came on the scene, and an attack was made 
to recover the arsenal. But Brown, with­ 
drawing his men into the engine house. 
kept up such a close and constant hie 
throughout the day that all efforts by the 
1500 m ilitiamen who had assembled by 
this time to dislodge him were vain. Dark­ 
ness put a temporary end to the fight, when 
it was found that many dead and wounded 
were lying in the neighboring 
houses. 
During the following night Colonel Robert 
E. Lee (then on General Scott’s staff) came 
up from Washington with a battalion of 
United States troops and two pieces of artil­ 
lery, and assumed command early next 
morning, the 18th. 
T aking post near th e engine house Col, 
onel Lee sum m oned Brown to surrender, 
but receiving no answ er he ordered the 
troops to advance and batter down the 
doors. T his was done, Brown and his few 
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remaining men being too exhausted to 
make effectual resistance. Brown himself, 
however, res sted to the last with a clubbed 
rifle and was struck down and bayoneted 
in the melee. The fight being ended, the 
hostages were found unhurt. Colonel Wash­ 
ington, a descendent of George Washington, 
being among the number, and giving testi­ 
mony to the kind manner in which he had 
been treatrd, as well as praising the heroic 
courage and coolness of Brown. 
It is hardly necessary ie give the details 
of the trial, sentence and hanging of John 
Brown, which took place at Charlestown. 
Va.. Dec. 2,1859. Tho story is familiar to 
aff. Six of Brown’s companions were exe­ 
cuted some time afterwards, while a few 
others who wore on picket duty before the 
fight, including one of his sons, escaped to 
tlya mountains. Brown’s two other sons 
were killed in the arsenal. Tho success 
of Brown’s scheme was not possible from 
the 
first, and 
it seems 
as 
if 
none 
but a madman would have a tte m p t! it. 
But tho affair might have been far more 
serious bad the very m en—the blacks— 
whom he was trying to assist been more 
prompt in assisting him and themselves. 
Once a large body of them had taken post 
in i ho Virginia mountains (as the plan was), 
with arms in their hauds, under an intrepid 
leader like Brown, and it would have been 
nooasy task to dislodge and subdue them. 
The last year of the Buchanan adminis­ 
tration, from the spring of I860 to that of 
1861, was filled w.th political tumult re­ 
lating to the presidential succession; with 
Walker 
filibustering 
expeditions 
from 
Southern ports against Central America, 
and witli secession threats from South Caro­ 
lina. The filibuster, Walker, was finally 
captured with his band, and, much to the 
relief of this country, shot by the military 
authorities of Honduras. Abraham Lincoln 
was elected president by the Republican 
party by a largo majority over the candi­ 
dates of tile divided Democratic party, 
and incipient war was at once inaugu­ 
rated by the secession of seven of tho South­ 
ern States. 
The period was one of intense, 
though gloomy excitem ent. 
The Demo­ 
crats were cast down and hopeless through 
the split in their party, while the Republi­ 
cans. though m ardiing to assured political 
victory, were apprehensive of what was to 
follow. They xvere aware of the indiscreet 
temper of the South, and ttiat war was 
more than likely to ensue upon Mr. Lin­ 
coln’s election. 
The only agreeable incident of the year 
was the visitor the Prince of Wales to the 
country. The prince was then an interest­ 
ing young gentleman of 19, on his travels 
with his tutors. Coming to Canada, he was 
invited to the States and to Washington by 
President Buchanan. 
He carne early in 
October, and was splendidly received, not 
only at the national cap tai, but at Phila­ 
delphia. New York, West Point. Boston and 
Po H and. lie snent nearly a wet k at West 
Point, enterta ned by General Scott and his 
staff, and there ho joined, in the most demo­ 
cratic fashion, in the sports of the younger 
officers, riding, bowling and even flirting 
after the manner of cadets. In short, the 
prince bad quite a lark hero. and embarked 
on board the royal fleet at Portland. Oct.20, 
with many pleasant impressions el America. 
Pursuing their mad scheme, after the 
election of Mr. Lincoln, the seceded States 
formed themselves into the Southern Con- 
federacy, so-called, and began preparing for 
war. They elected Jefferson D a v so f Mis- 
s ssippi president and Alexander H. Stevens 
rice president (Feb. 8, 1861), and went so 
far 
as 
to seize one 
or 
two United 
States arsenals within their State bor­ 
ders. South Carolina, acting independent, 
sent commissioners to Washington to treat 
for 
the 
transfer 
of 
the 
forts 
and other 
property 
in Charleston har­ 
bor 
belonging to 
the Federal govern­ 
ment. 
President Buchanan declined to 
treat with these commissioners, reiterating 
the views expressed in his last message to 
Congress, that no State had the right to 
secede from the Union. He declared also 
that while the Constitution gave him no 
power to cooree a sovereign State back into 
the Union, he had the right to defend the 
federal forts from capture. This, he en­ 
deavored to do, but at Un late a moment to 
be effective, so far as forts Sumpter and 
Moultrie were concerned. About Jan. I, 
1861, the steamer Star of the West was sent 
from New York with 250 troops and sup­ 
plies to reinforce Major Anderson at Fort 
Sumpter, but she was fired upon from bat­ 
teries on the shore at Charleston and obliged 
to turn lack. 
The truth was that the United States, as a 
nation, did not possess sufficiently available 
forces at the time to protect its property or 
maintain 
its authority 
in 
the seceded 
States. The great body of the army was 
scattered upon the Pacific coast or on the 
frontier, without .Pacific railroads for their 
rapid concentration or transportation. The 
navy was likewise scattered abroad or on 
the Pacific side, and President Buchanan 
hesitated, before a gun hail been fired, to 
do what his successor hesitated even longer 
to do, namely, call upou the Northern 
States for volunteers to put down the 
Southern States. It will be borne in mind 
that Mr. Lincoln was inaugurated on the 
4i h of March, but it was not till the middle 
of tho following month. April 15, afier the 
firing on Fort Sumpter, and when Wash­ 
t a itself seemed in danger of capture that 
he called for 75.000 volunteers for three 
m onths’ service only. 
By many, Mr. Buchanan has been charged 
with treachery to the Un on, while favor­ 
ing secession. 
By others he has been 
regarded as incompetent to deal with so 
grave a crisis as that at the beginning of 
1861. 
The first charge has long since been 
dismissed by ieasonab!e men in their cooler 
moments, but the latter is vet often heard. 
By those who yet think that way, it should 
be remembered that Mr. Buchanan was a 
statesman of the old school, past the age of 
71 at the close of his administration; that 
lie was not a soldier—"the man on horse­ 
back, with drawn sword in band, some At­ 
lantic Caesar or C rom w eir-but thathe wasa 
peace loving citizen of the republic who 
happened to be its chief magistrate at a 
trying moment, and who was unwilling to 
adopt measures, without due deliberation 
(and without sufficiently hostile acts on the 
part 
of 
the 
bourn), 
which 
would 
plunge his country into the hideous fratri­ 
cidal struggle that ensued under the ad­ 
ministration of his successor. It should be 
remembered, too, by his accusers that Mr. 
Buchanan’s 
reconstructed 
cabinet 
was 
composed of such able advisers and staunch 
union lovers as John A. Dix, Edwin M. 


Stanton, Joseph Holt and Jeremiah S. Black 
(he who pronounced the Confederacy "a 
rope of smd"), and that it was by their 
advice exclusively that he was guided at 
the very time when he was most ^ensured 
for incompetency. 
Within the limits of this brief article it is 
not practicable to give more than an out­ 
line of the crowded events of this period. 
Details are out of the question. There is 
room, however, to say that President Bu­ 
chanan was greatly embarrassed b7 tho aq, 
non of the Southern members of his cab­ 
inet, Messrs. Floyd, Cobb and Thompson. 
The former, as secretary bf war, excited 
much resentment in the North by having 
sent large quant ties of munitions of war to 
the Federal arsenals in the Southern States, 
limier the pretext that the South had never 
rec eived its full quota of arms, while the 
Northern armories were full of them. 
But what was more serious, he had sent 
the great body of the regular armYto gar­ 
rison distant and inaccessible posts on the 
Western plains, or to Texas, where they 
were subsequently^surrendered to the Con­ 
federacy by Hie perfidious General Twiggs. 
Had these troop# been ava l able at Wash 
ington at the time it would have been pos­ 
sible for Buchanan to reinforce and perhaps 
hold the United States forts on tho Southern 
coasts, and so checked the rebellion; but it 
is piobahie that even those who most cen­ 
sure hint for inaction would hardly have 
justified him in calling out 75.000 volun­ 
teers before any overt act had been com­ 
mitted. apart from the mere shouting of a 
convention of madmen, who cried them ­ 
selves hoarse in declaring that they were 
out of the Union. 
Judging from the selection of his second 
cabinet, to fill the places of the Southern 
members, resigned, and the patriotic action 
of the now body, it is by no means unlikely, 
had it fallen to,the lot of Mr. Buchanan to 
be his own successor, that be would not 
have taken quite as energetic measures for 
the maintenance of the Union as did Mr. 
Lincoln, when the time for vigoious action 
came -th e tiring on Sumpter. As it was, ho 
secured the National Capital from intended 
seizure 
by conspiring secessionists, and 
turned it over to the now president with all 
its governmental departments intact. 
Three new States were addedtothe Union 
during 
this 
administration—Minnesota, 
Oregon and Kansan. The census of 1*00 
showed a population of 31,443,321. an in 
crease of about 8,000,000 in IO years. The 
financial statement of that year also showed 
the nation comparatively free from debt, 
with a surplus in the treasury, and that the 
governm ent had beeu economically admin­ 
istered.

New York’s graveyards are interesting 
studies. 
T rinity Church stands in the centre of a 
graveyard, which is bounded on the north 
by a vast edifice, packed w ith offices, on the 
south by Jay G ould’s M anhattan railway 
ranch, on the east by the everlasting roar 
of Broadway, and on the west bv the clang­ 
ing I tells, the shorting engines and the 
sounding w heels of the elevated cars. In 
th a t old tim e sepulchre is deposited the 
dust ot beroe*; yet to save my soul I couldn’t 
nam e a solitary one. w ith the exception of 
Jo h n A. Dix, scholar, statesm an, soldier, 
patriot. 
And w hat do you know of G eneral Dix? 
You possibly rem em ber th at w hen secre­ 
tary of the treasury ho tclegrapcd to a 
sui ordinate, who notified him th a t Captain 
Brushwood of the revenue cutter McClel­ 
land had refused to obey Dix’.* order to pro­ 
vision the revenue cutters, then in the har­ 
bor of Galveston. Tex., and take ihem to 
New York, whereupon General Dix. then 
secretary of the treasury, telegraphed as 
follows: 
TtiKAsruY D e p a rtm e n t, Jan. 20. 1801. 
Tell L ieutenant Caldwell to arrest Cap­ 
tain Brushwood, assum e com m and of the 
cu tter and obey the order I gave, through 
you. 
If Captain Brushwood, after arrest, 
undertakes to interfere w ith th e com m and 
of the cutter, tell L ieutenant Caldw ell to 
consider him as a m utineer and treat him 
accordingly. 
If any one attem pts to haul 
down the Am erican flag. sho d him on the 
spot. 
J o h n A. D ix, 
Secretary of the Treasury, 
I doubt if m any of you could have given 
th at in detail, although you doubtless knew 
the general fact, h u t do you know w hat fol­ 
lowed? Mr. Jones, to whom this telegram 
was sent, read the despatch in the cabin of 
the McClelland, and Captain Brushwood 
was placed in irons for disobedience of or­ 
ders. 'Die Confederates took possession of 
th e McClelland, and a secession Hag was 
run up to the peak two weeks thereat tar. 
Gn th e n ight of th e 24th of April th e Fed­ 
eral fleet passed t he forts, and the Confed­ 
erate authorities burned the McClelland as 
abe lay at her dock in Algiers in the follow­ 
ing morn ng. 
Alexander H am ilton, an illustrious pre­ 
decessor of General Dix, is buried in St. 
P au l’s graveyard. 
St. P aul’s graveyard is wort ii about 
A M ill io n H o lla r s C h - ii. 
It occupies a block bounded on the north 
by tile Astor House, on the south by Fulton 
street, on lite east by Broadway, and on the 
west by the elevated railroad. 
It is part 
and parcel af T rinity corporation. About a 
year ago T rinity corporation, desiring to put 
lip some new chut ch offices, trenched upon 
the graveyard some Id or 15 leet. A high 
board fence was bree ted about th a t portion 
of the yard, so th a t curious eyes m ight not 
Know w hat w;as going on. 
I chanced to 
look 
in 
when 
bones 
were 
shovelled 
together, and sculls 
and skeletons and 
old cortin nails m ade a m edley heap. 
Ah, 
well, it is but this history of the world, and 
although it, like other churchyards here­ 
abouts. quaint m em ories and rem iniscences 
of tim es and generations long since gone. is 
kept in good order, the day cannot lie far 
distant when it, like other sacred places, 
m ust give wav to the tidal waves of progress­ 
ing trade 
and 
encroaching commerce. 
Surely if the church itself can afford to cut 
away IO or 15 feet of the churchyard, the 
iconoclastic hand of trade cannot hesitate 
w hether it m e axe or rope or spade 
I look forward to the destruction of Green­ 
wood cemetery. 
W hen, some 45 years ago, my fam ily 
bought a beautiful knoll there for the 
modest sum of 880. it was far away from 
the city of Brooklyn. 
Today Greenwood 
cem etery blocks the c. ntinuous stretch of 
several of the leading avenues of the city 
of churches. 
T he tinny 
of the dead 
stand l.ke a barricado 
in 
the way of 
the 
pushing, 
ongoing 
living. 
The 
hearse 
compels 
the 
street 
car 
to 
m ake 
a 
detour, 
Hie 
grave-digger 
directs the coachm an to drive around, but, 
after a few years, w hen further interm ents 
are forbidden, and w e, who today speculate 
in futures, have not only been laid away 
but have m oulded and dissolved intooriginal 
elem entary 
conditions, tho 
wide-awake 
people of Brooklyn will compel Hie break­ 
ing down of these iron fences, th a t the 
streets, the thoroughfares, the car m utes, 
now em barrassed and inconvenienced, may 
have full swing to run, and be glorified, 
through the very centre of the city of the 
dead, aud building lots and a real estate 
boom of significant proportions will become 
Hie norm al lesson of the day. 
This graveyard question is pregnant. 
It. opens up the problem of w hat to do 
w ith our dead. 
We can m anage very well 
w ith th e living, because if we cannot face 
them we can tu rn our backs upon them ; 
b u t a dead m an is a very inconvenient 
thing to have about the house, and sooner 
or la er the rem ains m ust be carried ort. 
And besides, when there are m illions born 
anil ut JI ions dying every hour. there is 
som ething for us to thing of besides the 
prosperity of our undertaking friends. 
Tor tho present, the cem etery; for the 
futuie, what?

Hie ocean of 
course we have no m eans of estim at.ng 
w u h perfect accuracy, im m ense as it cer­ 
tainly is I n some places. T roui dai a furbished 
by the calculation of LaPlace, however. Hie 
m ean depth has been taken at two miles, 
w hich w oald give 2bl.20u.000 cubic miles 
tor the entire cubic contents, lf to this we 
add 25,000 cut ie miles, which represents 
th e estim ated q u an tity of w ater contained 
in th e rivers of th e world, we have a total 
of 201,225.000 cubic miles lur all Hie waters 
on the globe. A cubic foot of w ater con­ 
tains approxim ately seven gallons,T:md a 
cubic yard lo o gallons. 
A cubic m ile of 
w aler would then contain 448,205.440,000 
gallons. M ultiplying this last num! er by 
th e num ber of cubic m iles abave given, i.e., 
440.205.440,000 X 2 0 1 .255.000 gives us D O .- 
528.02P.2iJ4.000.000.000 as the num ber of 
gallons of w ater on tile e a rlh —figures so 
g> eat as to be totally beyond th e power of 
m an to actually com prehend. 


Discussion on the Practicability of 
Invading England.

'Die leading event in the affairs of Europe 
during tho week last past has herm th* 
death of the E m peror Frederick W illiam 
of G erm any, less th an three m onths after 
his accession to the throne, after an illness 
which it was generally believed was a fatal 
one at the tim e of his father’s death. .Since 
th at tim e, however, he had so far rallied 
th at hopes were entertained of his recov­ 
ery u n til very recently, w hen he gradually 
became w eaker, and expired on T hursday 
last at ll a. in. 
The language of eulogy has been th e only 
expression iii regard to the life and services 
of the late enipetor, and w hile m uch of the 
criticism of tile new ruler m ust b etak en 
w ith considerab’e allowance, he m ust needs 
be a good m an and bravo soldier to fill the 
place of his father. 
A sketch of the late E m peror Frederick 
W illiam and his son and successor, W illiam 
ll., will be found in another column. 


B ert.tn. June IC.—The first full declara­ 
tion of tbe new E m peror’s policy is now un­ 
derstood as taking tbe form ot an addrcs- to 
the Prussian people, w hich is expected to be 
issued on Tuesday. The Reichstag will be 
sum m oned to m eet June 20 to receive the 
nu ss age, and shortly afterw ardsthc Em per­ 
or will take the oath of the constitution 
before the Landtag. Speculation bas teen 
already busy regarding the tenor of the 
Em peror's address to the people. Officially 
nothing is known of its character. 
Prince Bism arck Hold a conference today 
with the Prussian m inistry and afterw ards 
attended an audience w ith Em peror W il­ 
liam ll. The Impression in the m inister a1 
circle Is th at tho address will be brief; th at 
it will t»e explicit upon the Em peror's de­ 
sire to m aintain peace, and guarded upon 
the subject of the relations between the 
crown and the people.

Tim post-m ortem exam ination was con­ 
fined to a dissection of the neck, larynx and 
lungs. In the larynx, w hich was found to 
ha . e been destroyed bv suppuration, was a 
cavity about tho size of a clenched fist. Dr. 
MacKenzie states in the report which he 
prepared at the com m and of E m peror W il­ 
liam, th a t the disease was beyond doubt 
cancer of the larynx. He adds th a t the 
diagnosis was rendered very difficult, as the 
disease attacked tit© cartilage of the larynx 
at the outset, and afterw ards developed 
ch cliv iii the lower part of the cartilage. 
The N ational Reining says th a t ttie au­ 
topsy proved that the larynx wast oinpletelv 
destroyed by cancer, and that putrid bron­ 
chitis existed. T here was a so inflam m a­ 
tion of the finer ram ifications on the bron­ 
chial tubes, into which putrescent particles 
had entered. The whole larynx was in a 
stale of suppuration, and presented a soft 
lum py m ass with Beared an trace of carti­ 
laginous structure rem aining. 
T here was 
nothing to show the existence of perfora- 
t on of tlie w’alls «epurating the trachea 
aud autojphagus. 
The choking causation 
iii ta w hich the Em peror suffered during 
the last days of his fife, which was attri­ 
buted to such a ] erforat on, appears t > 
have been really due to collapse of the 
larynx, owing to the destruction of the 
cart luge. 
The direct cause of death is 
given as paralysis of the lungs. The post­ 
m ortem exam ination occupied one hour.

F iat lie 
rarely opens a parcel without untying — 
not cutting—tlie string, tying it carefully 
up and putting it away for future u-e in a 
draw er which is reserved for the purpose. 
His papers and docum ents are also kept in 
scrupulous order bv himself, so he can lay 
his hands on any one of them at a m om ent’s 
notice. It is to hi* habit of doing so much 
of his work for him self th at tho m astery of 
detail which Mf. Gladstone shows on every 
subject with which lie grapples is in great 
m easure due.

W ORM S AND FORESTS. 


S o m eth in g th a t Doe* More D am age 
T h a n Fire* and F loods. 
‘[Danger Dotter In Lewiston Journal,] 
E. II. Blake has sold land recently for $2 
an acre, which had not the worm s got into 
it would have been wortli $5 an acre. 
“W orms got into it,” did you say? 
Yes, worms. You would not th in k worms 
could destroy a forest or a section of one, 
but they can and do, ;«<! m any a m an has 
had a fortune in wood eaten by them . In 
fact, take it all in all. worms do m ore dam ­ 
age th an fires, floods and w hiilw ind# cont­ 
inued. 
There are several places in Bangor where 
a seeker after inform ation regarding tim ber 
aud tim ber lands can get it. and one of 
these places is Ute office ot T. N. Coe, where 
Jam es N. C handler m esiues.and woo knows 
and bason h isiong u e’send e v e ry th in of in­ 
terest regarding Maine lands. Feeling sure 
lie could give some inform ation regarding 
the destructive insects, the Journal m an 
called on him and. having stated it s busi­ 
ness, was som ew hat surprised to see Mr. 
Chandler pick up a sm all box. open it and 
then exhibit—notaw orm —b u taco i ection of 
w aged inse< ts and grubs wit ch he declared 
to i e the things which dt s roy huge forests. 
F urther conversat on followed, and then a 
close inspection was m ade of tho contents 
of the box. 
It appears th a t some tim e ago Mr. Coe. 
be ng desirous of learning all about the in­ 
sects of the forest, employed a skilful ex­ 
plorer to gather a collection. which were 
subm itted afterw ards to Professor Fernald 
of the M aine State College, and also to 
closely observe the work of destruction as 
it progressed at various seasons ut the year. 
He d d so and m ade It s report. In tin* m ean­ 
tim e Profess r Fernald had determ ined the 
species of the insects, aud had added to this 
h s knowledge of their habits and methods. 
As all of this was opened by Mr. C handler 
to the inspection of the Journal, the follow­ 
ing was quickly learn ed : 
W hen a section of tim ber land is not 
operated on and the trees acquire age, there 
enters it a winged insect about the size of 
a large horse tty. but s o m e 'h a t longer. 
This lays its e^gs in tire aged bark, the 
peculiar cond tunis favorable to th eir de­ 
velopm ent being th a t the sun shall not 
sti ike them . If th 
spot be well chosen 
there soon issues from th e eggs a little 
ca unlay insect, not unlike those com m only 
Known as lady l ugs. be ng like these red 
upon Hie back. VV h en . hatched these queer 
fellows a t once tu rn th eir backs upon the 
outer world and begin a slow but sure 
journey tow ards the tru n k of th e tree, 
and 
soon 
strike 
th e 
smooth, 
sappy 
wood. 
G aining 
this 
they 
at 
once 
com m ence 
to 
“sw ing 
around 
Hie 
cb cie” ; th at 
is, 
they slowly m ake a 
trip around the tree, leaving a ridge upon 
the inside of tho bark and one upon the 
outside of the tru n k . 
'Die saw dust thus 
m ade is worked backw ards and outw ards, 
and a close observer can often see quite a 
collection of this at the Lase of the trunk. 
H aving m ade the tr p. the travelers sta rt in 
again in a new place, and -again encircle 
and girdle the tree, and of course this m eins 
death to it. 
, 
About the .time this takes place, the 
worm s have lived out one period of th eir 
lives, and now undergo a transform ation, 
each appearing later as a w inged insect, 
and seeking new trees to conquer. H aving 
deposited its eggs it has accom plished its 
Mi ssion on earth and dies, presum ably of 
old age, b u t just how old no oue seems to 
k n o w .; 
Now. there is a queer th in e connected 
w ith Hits wonderful oporati it of nature. If 
the axe of th e woodsman be swung, even to 
a lim ited extent, in a forest, enough to let 
in tbe air and light, here and there, the 
eggs do not riourish, and, therefore, there 
can be no wow winged worms or insects to 
attack other trees.
